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The School Housing Situation in Kittery 


A Report by the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of Kittery: 

The space usually devoted to the discussion of several 
leading school problems will be devoted this year to the 
one outstanding, serious problem of the future housing of 
our steadily increasing school population. 

THE SITUATION 

The school officials of Kittery would be remiss indeed 
if they did not call attention to a school housing situation 
which is so rapidly becoming critical. Already it has been 
necessary to make a radical re-distribution of pupils be- 
tween the Frisbee and Mitchell schools and to a lesser de- 
gree between the Frisbee and Wentworth-Dennett schools. 
Further adjustments are likely to become necessary in the 
fall of 1950. Already, too, we are violating State Depart- 
ment regulations and good educational practice by putting 
20 Grade I pupils at Shapleigh on a half-session basis. Time 
is running out rapidly at Traip Academy and we have only 
until the fall of 1951 to prepare for a radical increase in 
enrollment there. A record-breaking entering class of 
nearly 100 then will be crowding to find a place in the 
already overcrowded Traip classrooms and shops. Table 
A outlines the enrollment situation during several signi- 
ficant past years and the prospects as far as 1953 in light of 
recent population trends and birthrates.

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If the general population is sustained at the present 
level, births already recorded will force the need of 10 
additional classrooms by the fall of 1953. The pressure 
will increase steadily from now on, so the first of the extra 
classrooms will be needed by 1951. 


POPULATION AND BIRTHRATE 

Kittery has definitely joined the ranks of the larger 
towns in the State, and in spite of temporary economic re- 
cessions it is likely to continue to be a large town. The 1940 
census giving Kittery a population of 5374 is decidedly out 
of date. After making only a conservative estimate for 
Admiralty Village and other new housing, 8000 would 
seem to be near the present total. Since 1940 the tax list 
has grown from 1146 to 1540 separate entries of property. 
This is an increase of 394 entries and it does not take into 
account the several hundred housing units in Admiralty 
Village which will some day be added to the tax list. If 
we assume the 8000 population figure to be correct, Kittery 
ranks as about the 20th in a State having 492 municipal 
units. 

When we face our school problems frankly we must 
take into account not only this fact of permanent larger 
size, but also the persistent (if not permanent) fact of a 
greatly increased birthrate, as shown in Table B. This 
increased rate is universal, but it is somewhat exaggerated 
in Kittery because veterans’ preference at the Navy Yard 
results in an unusually high proportion of young families, 
with many children at school age or soon to enter school.

A FIRST FORWARD STEP 
We have before us a critical problem of deep concern 
to the whole community, a problem which will soon be- 
come of direct personal concern to many parents and 
children. The solution should be approached thoughtfully 
and democratically, and an effective first step forward 
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would be the appointment at the annual town meeting of 
a representative Planning Committee to consider the sit- 
uation and to make specific recommendations. This com- 
mittee should study carefully every aspect of the problem 
in order to make an open-minded approach to the several 
possible solutions. Its final recommendations would be 
presented to the citizens at a later town meeting. 


Larger facilities certainly will be required, but where 
and at what level should these facilities be provided? 
Where is the need truly most urgent? What plan will best 
serve the long future as well as the immediate present 
need? Every plan will have its advocates, but the final 
decision should be determined by the solution best serving 
the entire school population. 


Action: is absolutely essential. Otherwise, on some 
fine September morning not far away, we shall find child- 
ren waiting in corridors and on schoolhouse steps for seats 
which do not exist. Then only a makeshift solution will 
be possible, with some children crowded into half-session 
classes, others into poorly lightly, unventilated, unsanitary 
“temporary” quarters. For a long period Kittery children 
will then be receiving just about half an education.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
OF ROBERT W. TRAIP ACADEMY 


The Joint Board of Traip Academy 
Kittery 

Maine 

Gentlemen: 


This report of the activities of Traip Academy during 
the past year is a summary of considerable improvement 
in the physical plant, steady if not spectacular progress in 


all phases of the educational work with a few regrettable 
but not incurable weaknesses, and a resurgence of athletic 
successes always acceptable to the followers of our teams. 
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Coupled with this summary must be the expression again 
of increased concern over the imminent arrival of the first 
wave of entering classes far larger than the present fac- 
ilities can conceivably accommodate. 


In 1949 a much larger sum was available for repairs 
and new equipment than had been the case before—larger 
too than will again be necessary for some time. The ex- 
terior wood trim of both buildings was painted a light 
cream, greatly brightening and highlighting the fine fea- 
‘tures of these structures. The gutters were repaired prior 
to the painting, with funds provided by the academy 
trustees, and as the downspouts had been replaced by new 
ones for copper in a previous year, and broken slates re- 
newed, the exterior of both buildings is now in excellent 
condition, with the single exception of the brick pillars at 
the entrances to these buildings. Although the mortar was 
again cleaned out and replaced last summer so far as 
possible, the pillars should be taken down and completely 
rebuilt, and then capped by non-porous tops to prevent 
seepage of water which of course expands when freezing, 
thus displacing brick and loosening the mortar. 


New ceilings of sound-deadening material were in- 
stalled in both the main office and the principal’s office, 
ending the menace of falling plaster and improving light 
reflection. Also to end annual patching of loose plaster, 
a plywood dado was installed in the principal’s office. Both 
offices were painted according to modern color-condition- 
ing recommendations. Similarly, rooms A, 3, 5, 6, 7 and 8 
were painted to provide both more pleasant places to learn 
and safer reading conditions. In rooms 1 and 2 minor 
plaster repairs were made and minimum painting done to 
clean soiled surfaces; complete repainting of these rooms 
should be done next summer. The floor of room 3, the 
office-machines room, was sanded, and six large fluorescent 
fixtures installed, to bring the lighting to standard levels. 
The last of the original desks and chairs, which had served 
nearly half a century, were finally replaced with modern 
desk-chairs in light finish, and placed in room 7. 


Both stairwells in the older building were completely 
refinished in two shades of green, thus eliminating all the 
drab “school-house brown’ at Traip, except for a small 


part of the basement. The stairwells are much brighter, 
and safer as a result. 
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The important school records of present and past pupils, 
because of the purchase of an additional fire-proof safe- 
file, can now be protected from destruction by any fire 
imaginable. Since these records are irreplaceable and often 
mean the difference between a chance to advance in life 
and the denial of that opportunity, it can only be viewed 
as Providential kindness that the old records survived at 
all in wooden file-boxes. 


The science laboratory has been equipped with much 
new apparatus, the typing and office-machines rooms are 
now well supplied with facilities for instruction, and the 
library has been started on the road to first-class operation, 
though in the latter case so much needs to be done that it 
will take years to bring it up to the level desired. A reg- 
ular schedule of replacement of typewriters has been in- 
augurated and it is hoped that all overage machines will 
soon be replaced; all are now in serviceable condition and 
many are new or nearly so, though others are veterans of 
many years’ service. 


The home economics laboratory has been furnished 
with an up-to-date electric refrigerator at no expense to 
the town through sale of equipment no longer needed for 
the hot-lunch program. Two new electric sewing machines 
have also been purchased. A separate room with a good 
used piano has been provided for music classes; better 
seating is necessary here, however. 


Results of impartial examinations conducted by the 
‘testing bureau of the University of Iowa indicate that in 
the four major fields of general education— English, nat- 
ural science, social science, and mathematics—Traip pupils 
progressively improve each year in competition with the 
many thousands in schools all over the country who take 
the same examinations. Statistics show however that in 
common with high school and academy pupils in New 
England, Traip pupils while markedly superior on the 
average in English, and good in the understanding of nat- 
ural science and social science, are not doing the quality 
of work necessary for real success in mathematics, and they 
seem not to continue to progress in science and social 


science to the extent that pupils in sections beyond New 
England do. It is reasonable, I believe, to. conclude that 
not only in Kittery but in New England generally the teach- 
ing of mathematics needs to be brought into harmony with 
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modern psychological research, and meaning, rather than 
formalism, must be emphasized. So also in the fields of 
natural science and social science comprehensiveness of 
view rather than multiplicity of detail must be the aim. 
Limited library facilities are no doubt a major factor in. 
the delimitation of breadth in these fields. 


It is suggested that particular attention to these fields 
in all Kittery schools, and the addition of excellent news- 
papers and magazines to the reading fare of youngsters in 
their homes, as well as parental supervision of regular 
home-study without the intrusion of radio and television 
or the too readily accessible lurid book and magazine will 
help immeasurably in bringing about improvement. 


It should be remembered that many special subjects 
are taught at Traip other than those in which the Iowa 
tests are given. These include shop, home economics, typ- 
ing, shorthand, office machines, business management and 
salesmanship, art, and music, in all of which Traip students 
have been well instructed. Particularly noteworthy is the 
art work being done by Traip pupils under the capable 
supervision of our new art teacher, Mrs. Arthur Harriman. 
Music is making excellent progress under the guiding hand 
of Mr. Walter Scheirer. 


No small factor in the securing of the best results is 
the retention of a relatively permanent faculty. While 
some changes are inevitable, due to marriage or to curri- 
culum changes requiring teachers with different talents, 


excessives change is disconcerting to pupils. Last year we 
had several different mathematics teachers owing to cir- 
cumstances beyond administrative control, but all other 
departments were able to continue without interruption. 


Our physical education program has been made avail- 
able under better supervision and with equipment pur- 
chased under the special appropriation to the benefit and 
the joy of all the students. Miss Catherine Stulb, who was 
especially trained in physical education, was transferred 
from the freshman guidance program on the appointment 
of Miss Moore as girls’ guidance counselor and librarian; 
assisted by Miss Norma Morrow, assigned as matron when 
the hot-lunch program was dropped, Miss Stulb has mater- 
ially increased the value of physical education for girls. 
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The boys’ program has been well cared for under the 
direction of Mr. Richard Hodgdon, ably assisted by the 
other men coaches of the school. 


Traip’s athletic teams have again become champion- 
ship or near-championship quality. This has been gener- 
ally true of both the boys and the girls in practically every 
field. No doubt the combination of better equipment pro- 
vided through the Traip Revolving Fund, excellent coach- 
ing, and earnest and capable youngsters, has brought the 
kind of results all appreciate. 


Next year the enrollment will not be too great for the 
available facilities at Traip, but this is true on the basis of 
what has been done rather than on the basis of what should 
be done. A recent survey has revealed that the number of 
pupils that must even now be assigned to twelve rooms is 
greater than should be so assigned under recommended 
conditions. It is evident that this overcrowding cannot 
be less when larger entering classes begin arriving in the 
fall of 1951. A similar situation is certain in the grade 
schools. It is essential that plans be made promptly to meet 
the situation. .To this end, a planning and building com- 
mittee should be named to consider all aspects of the prob- 
lem, with a view to securing a solution that will best meet 
the needs of the pupils of all grades in the town without 
unnecessary expense to the taxpayers. Only the true in- 
terests of all parties, including the children who cannot 
personally be on such a committee, should be the concern 
of the townspeople. If such is the aim, success will be 
secured and all will in future years be satisfied with the 
results.

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REPORT OF 


THE SELECTMEN 


TO THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF KITTERY: 


Heretofore and over a long period of years it has been 
customary to submit in the Town Report a long list of 
figures based.on the costs involved in various projects for 
the previous year. Little or no emphasis has been placed 
on what: has. or has not been accomplished. 


During the past year it was decided that the selectmen 
would endeavor to submit to the townspeople a report in 
writing as well.as.the financial report that they might have 
a clearer and more concise picture as to the work of the 
various departments during the past year. 


GENERAL 


It must be remembered that the Town of Kittery has 
been and still is faced with problems which are unique in 
themselves and probably encountered by no other town or 
or city in this state. 

Unlike many towns of like size we have no industrial 
property to tax. Many of the non-industrial towns in this 
state have a vast reservoir of non-resident seasonal property 
to assess while in Kittery this too is practically non-existent. 
Due to our proximity to a larger city, with perhaps greater 
trading facilities, the town has suffered through a lack of 
commercial establishments which would be taxable and 
do much to alleviate the burden now on the individual 
home owner. 


As a result of this situation practically all taxation in 
this community is placed squarely upon the resident home 
owner with very little hope for relief from other sources. 


_ Many times it has been pointed out that the building 
of new homes and the subsequent increase in population 
should do much to relieve the burden. However, such is 
not usually the case. The construction of a new home and 
the advent of an additional family in most cases increases 
the cost to the town through the education of children and 
demand for expanding services. The increase is usually 
greater that the amount received from new assessments. 


State and County taxes account for approximately 
10.6% of the entire appropriation and schools directly take 
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another 47.5%. This does not take into consideration special 
appropriations for schools such as the supplementary ap- 
propriation for Traip Academy. The Superintendent’s salary 
and that amount paid on the town debt which originated 
by the purchase of school property. 

The lesser portion of the appropriation or 42.9% 
actually goes for the running of all other departments 
connected with the town. 

Again it must be realized that even the town approp- 
riations do not meet the school costs for while the town 
raises $112,247.85 the State of Maine supplements this with 
an additional $73,106.36 and during the past year there 
was spent on schools the sum of $186,440.14 an amount 
not too far from the total town appropriation. 


PUBLIC WORKS 


During the past year this department has had several 
accomplishments to its credit along with its routine services. 
The rebuilding of the Betty Welch Road to the York line 
re-establishes a public way which has been neglected over 
a long period of years. 


The work of rebuilding the Norton Road has been 
practically completed and it is expected that it will be 
finished this coming year. 


With the cooperation of the Rev. Martin O’Toole and 
St. Raphael’s Parish, the trees which obscured the vision 
of motorists at the junction of Whipple Road and Went- 
worth Street, were removed. This has tended toward a 
much improved condition at this very dangerous inter- 
section. It is hoped that with the assistance of the State 
Highway Department something may be done to remedy 
the situation entirely. 


It is the intention of this department to rebuild the 
Lewis and Bartlett Roads and it is also intended that the 
present structure to Cutts Island will be replaced at a 
minimum of cost to the town. 


Your selectmen have instituted a long range plan for 
highway improvements within the town. It is to be re- 
membered that there is only a limited amount of money 
available each year and these intended projects will be 
entered upon as early as possible. 

Your attention is called to the article in the warrant 
dealing with the proposed acceptance and rebuilding of 
the road on the westerly side of Badger’s Island. It appears 
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that it will be necessary to raise the sum of $3,000. to pay 
for land damages and construction to enable the town to 
bring this into being as a public way. Many obstacles con- 
fronted your selectmen on this occasion but with the assist- 
ance of the Moulton Engineering. Company and the Town 
Counsel it is believed that they have been overcome and 
the selectmen await only the permission: of.the townspeople 
to proceed:: 


WELFARE — 


At the last Annual. "Town Meeting: there was approp- 
riated the sum of $8,000. for the support of the poor. At 
the time it was felt that this amount:would be sufficient 
to carry through the year. However, due to the Navy Yard 
layoffs which occurred early in the year and the general 
unemployment coupled with rising prices this amount 
($8,000.) fell short of doing the job. You will note that 
this account was overdrawn by $3,494.33. 

The Town of Kittery has during the past year con- 
tributed to the support of one hundred seventy seven per- 
sons manifest by fifty nine individual accounts. 


The circumstances surrounding: welfare cases are 
many and varied. Every effort is made to properly deter- 
mine the need before.extending. assistance. Despite these 
precautions and a careful scrutiny of every case it appears 
that aid is sometimes given to those who may not be de- 
serving. In cases involving supposed illness medical cer- 
tificates are required .and every consideration given to 
these reports. At times where there have been children 
in the family some questionable cases have been given the 
benefit of the doubt as a safeguard to the health and well 
‘being of the child. It must be borne in mind that your 
Overseers are well aware that they have a double duty to 
perform—that to the taxpayer and that°to the poor and 
distressed. 

REASSESSMENT ~~ 


During the past year the Town of Kittery has been 
reassessed by your assessors with the assistance of their 
employees. It was the intention to’ survey every piece of 
property in the town and assess an amount against it in a 
fair and equal manner: Heretofore it had been the custom 
of the assessors to merely look at a piece of property and 
then assess it according to what they thought was a fair 
value. This manner of assessing was without. basis and no 
manner of system was employed. 
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The system employed by the assessors for this re- 
assessment is neither intricate nor highly technical but is 
based simply on the area of the building combined with 
its age, condition and type of construction plus whatever 
improvements exist. 


While this system is by no means infallible and 
inconsistencies no doubt still exist it is felt that it is a for- 
ward movement toward the ultimate goal of the equal- 
ization of taxation in the town. 


HYDRANT RENTAL 


No doubt the reader will be astounded to read the 
article in the warrant calling for a large increase in the cost 
of fire protection or hydrant rental. Many will question as 
to why this increase should occur. 


In prior years the rental has been set at $1,675 and 
now we are called upon to raise the sum of $7,535 or an 
increase of $5,860. It must be stated at this time that it 
was not the will of the Kittery Water District that this tax 
should be levied upon the town but rather it was the 
direct order of the Public Service Commission that this 
amount be charged. 


At a hearing on the water rates called by the Public 
Service Commission and held in this town, your selectmen 
vigorously opposed this increase in rates for fire protection 
as it was called, but without effect. 


ADMIRALTY VILLAGE SEWER 


At the Annual Town Meeting for the year 1949 the 
town accepted deed for the streets, utilities and facilities in 
Admiralty Village from the Federal Public Housing Ad- 
ministration. This of course included the sewer system 
in the Village. Under the terms of acceptance the Admin- 
istration agreed to contract with the town for the operation 
of the sewerage disposal plant. 


Agreeably a contract was entered upon whereby the 
Administration agreed to pay to the town the sum of one 
dollar per month pre unit for disposal. The Navy Depart- 
ment entered into a similar agreement to apply to such 
housing as was under their control i.e. in that portion of 
the Village east of Philbrick Avenue. 


At the time of acceptance it was assumed that Ad- 
ministration statements as to the condition of disposal plant 
were correct. The opposite proved to be true. The ravages 
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of time and neglect were expensive to repair and placing 
the plant in good condition was costly. 

As a result of this initial cost and the continued ex- 
pense of routine operations there appears at the present 
time a deficit of $5,208.86. However, there is due from 
The Federal Housing Administration and the Navy De- 
partment an amount slightly more than that of the deficit. 
This amount due accrued during the past year but the pay- 
ment for the same has not been received up to the time of 
this writing. As a result it can be said that the sewer sys- 
tem is paying its own way without cost to those who are 
not recipients of its benefits. 


EMPLOYEES RETIREMENT 


It will be noted that the warrant contains an article 
relative to employees retirement and a change in the same. 
If the town votes to accept this article it will be beneficial 
to the town employees and though its cost is slightly more 
the rate of retirement income is still under that afforded 
by employees of other establishments in this vicinity. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Accepted rules of police protection provide that there 
shall be one policeman for every one thousand inhabitants. 
Under these circumstances it may be readily observed that 
our police department is woefully undermanned. For a 
town of its size Kittery probably appropriates less money 
for police protection than any other. Taking this into con- 
sideration and reflecting on the fact that crime as such is 
practically non-existent, the police department must be 
complimented for an excellent job. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


It would be most unfair in passing not to mention both 
fire departments within the town. Probably no department 
renders the town so much for so little as do both the Kittery 
and Kittery Point Fire Departments. To both Chief Phil- 
brick and Chief Frisbee and their companies the selectmen 
are truly grateful. 

TOWN OFFICE 

Here again credit is to be given for the efficient 
manner in which this office is conducted. This office is a 
liaison between the municipal government and the towns- 
people. As such we feel that it is operated in the best 
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interests of both. We believe that it is operated both 
efficiently and courteously by Mr. Frisbee and his staff. 
The records are public and we recommend the use of this 
office to the public whenever they feel its need. 


SUMMARY 


As a result of the reassessment the valuation of the 
Town increased $422,590 to a total of $3,182,795. The tax 
rate for the year 1950 was reduced from $70. to $60. 


During the past year the town debt was reduced to 
$38,500 or $4.52 per capita. The tax rate is well below 
state average and it is agreed that assessed valuation is 
very low. 


After the payment of all bills and the closing of the 
books the town had a net unexpended balance of $1,681.14 
and this added to the balance of accounts shows a net 
balance in favor of the town of $21,884.58.

SUMMARY OF MEETINGS OF 
SCHOOL BUILDING & PLANNING COMMITTEE 
TOWN OF KITTERY, MAINE 


Mr. Leonard McCloud was elected Chairman, and Mr. 
Albert E. Crawford was elected Vice-Chairman. 

The Committee appointed Mr. J. Hobbs, Mr. Wenners 
and Mr. Day to gather information regarding our schools 
in general. 

Charts of school enrollments and birth rates of the 
past, present and future were studied. 


Secretary Day was authorized to contact several survey 
concerns to obtain prices for surveys. 

The Traip Academy Trustees were instructed to pre- 
pare their own Bill to present to the State Legislature to 
enable them to raise money. 

The School Board was instructed to draft a School 
District Bill to be presented and studied by the School 
Planning and Building Committee, as requested by Mr. 
Day, as one possible way of raising money for school needs, 
as this method had been used by other towns. Mr. Day 
was named Publicity Manager. 

Two members of Griffenhagen & Associates were inter- 
viewed with regard to the type of survey and the cost to 
Kittery. This Survey Firm was the only one available 
to us at this time. 

Mr. Wenners personally presented his 6-6 plan for 
the Committee’s consideration. No action was taken. 


It was voted to call a special town meeting to raise 
the money for the survey, which the School Planning & 
Building Committee recommended (the State to pay half 
of $1800.00). . 

It was voted to put a warrant in the special town meet- 
ing to fill the vacancies in our Committee. 

After a heated discussion on the proposed School Dis- 
trict Bill, no definite action was taken by the School Build- 
ing & Planning Committee. However, the School Board 
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could present the planned District Bill. to the, Legislature 
without the School Building & Planning Committee’s ap- 
proval. | 

The Special Town Meeting authorized the Town to 
spend the $1800.00 for the School Survey to Le completed 
by February 1, 1951. 

On January 16, 1951 the School Building & Planning 
Committee was given a brief outline of what the completed 
survey would be when printed and delivered to the 
Committee by February 1,,1951. ; 

Mr. Day pointed out that he had given Mr. Dennett a 
copy of the School Board’s School District Bill to be pre- 
sented to the State Legislature. However, it was made 
clear that the School Building & Planning Committee had 
not recommended it in its present form.

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REPORT OF THE 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of Kittery: 


Events are developing so rapidly that anything written 
in January may well be out of date by March, when this 
report appears. But regardless of developments, it can be 
stated with certainty that Kittery is permanently at least 
fifty percent larger that in the good old “normal” days 
before 1940 and that the birth rate has run at a high rate 
for several years and will apparently continue at or near 
this high rate for some years to come. 

In consequence we can also be certain that Kittery will 
require more classroom space for its schools. For two years 
15 to 20 first grade children at the Shapleigh School have 
been on a half-day session and in the fall of 1951 at least 
45 additional children will have to join the half-day ranks, 
for the most part probably at the Wentworth-Dennett 
School. By 1952 there will be a total of 5 classroom groups 
without classrooms. We may feel that 1955 is a long way 
off, but we must consider now what we shall do then with 
additional children sufficient to fill ten more classrooms 
than we now have at the elementary level alone. The 
pressure of enrollment will mount steadily at the Academy 
also and there is a housing problem there that merits an 
early decision. The problem there is not so immediate, but 
the time between the first sketch and the day of dedication 
in any sizeable school construction can easily run up to 
one and one-half to two years. 

The need of additional school construction is clearly 
urgent and prompt action is necessary. By the time this 
report appears the Planning and Building Committee pre- 
sumably will have made recommendations based upon its 
own observations and a professional survey, and the voters - 
may have even indicated the program which they wish to 
accept. 

The processes of application and approval under Fed- 
eral Public Law 815 show signs of speeding up and in This 
field, too, specific decisions may have been made by March 
1. Kittery is eligible for substantial financial aid under 
this law and the final allotment should pay for a consider- 
able part of our needed school construction. By way of 
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insurance against possible shrinkages in aid and increases in 
costs, it has seemed advisable, however, to enter a school 
district bill for consideration at the current legislative 
session. The bill, if passed, becomes effective only if ac- 
cepted by a vote of the town. A school district organization 
allows a town to issue bonds for school construction beyond 
the regular debt limit and leaves the present borrowing 
capacity of the town available for other purposes. If we 
receive liberal Federal aid, it may be possible to obtain the 
relatively small local contribution from within the normal 
debt limit without resorting to school district funds. 

The usual statistical information and the report of the 
Principal of Traip Academy are presented in association 
with this report. The tables for the most part speak for 
themselves. School costs always being a vital topic, it is in 
order to call particular attention to the per capita pupil 
costs. Although total school costs are increasing and most 
materials are more expensive, it was possible during 1950 
to make a slight reduction in per capita costs, the figures 
for all the elementary schools being $123.39 in comparison 
with $124.84 for 1949. 

Total costs will continue to increase as we have more 
children to educate and have to pay higher prices for books 
and supplies. We are fortunate, however, in being eligible 
for special Federal aid under Public Law 874, which will 
assist us materially in meeting increased current costs 
during the next three years. 

School problems, educational, financial, and housing 
are all becoming more complex, but if we can meet the sit- 
uations as they arise calmly and thoughtfully we shall be 
well on the way to finding the solutions which will be of 
the greatest benefit to all concerned.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


January 14, 1951 


The Joint Board

Gentlemen: 


This, my seventh report as principal of Traip Academy, 
will be characterized chiefly by its relative brevity. It is 
not because nothing has been accomplished during the year, 
but rather because the achievements have been of a less 
obvious kind, and therefore do not lend themselves to 
dramatic exposition. 


Material improvements are easy to see and to describe. 
In other years because so much had to be done, many para- 
graphs were needed to list the changes and repairs made. 
During the past year we have done little, since little was 
necessary: the ceilings and walls of the library and of 
room 10 have been redecorated, and the ceiling in room 2 
painted; the stage draperies and curtain were flame- 
proofed after being cleaned; auxiliary lights were installed 
in the gymnasium for use, by an automatic device, in case 
of power failure; new seating has been provided in room 
B, a basement room converted from the cafeteria kitchen 
a year ago; and a new green plastic chalkboard has been 
placed in the office machines room, replacing the worn-out 
slate. 


Equipment has been improved, chiefly by the purchase 
of a number of typewriters and typing tables, to care for 
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the increased enrollment in the commercial courses. In 
addition, the audio-visual education department has been 
made more effective through the recent purchase of a tape 
recorder, and a small classroom type movie projector, more 
easily handled than the large machine used in the audit- 
orium; other materials have been ordered, but may not 
be delivered for some time because of the general situation, 
—one being a tachistoscope, to be used in remedial reading, 
which we find advisable. A new electric liquid-type dup- 
licator has been added to the office machines department, 
as well as a new mimeograph, and the two old machines, 
plus a typewriter, have been overhauled and placed in 
room 9, a very small room—too small for effective class 
use,—so that teachers now for the first time have a work- 
room for themselves. 


Our sports teams have been quite successful under 
able coaches; no doubt also the fact that they are well 
equipped, and provided with new, beautiful uniforms, has 
helped their morale considerably. The cheerleaders, more 
numerous than for some years, have added greatly to the 
enthusiasm at the games, with new uniforms, new 
cheers, and new maneuvers; they have been directed by 
Mr. Bongarzone. Mrs. Bongarzone was assisted by several 
of the Traip teachers working on their own time without 
compensation in designing and making the new uniforms. 
The Bongarzones’ little daughter, Joleen Evelyn, in a match- 
ing costume has been the mascot of the cheerleaders, and 
a good one! 


Since there were not enough pupils who chose to study 
music as a full-time subject, that course was dropped after 
a two-year experiment. The duties of directing the glee 
clubs and the band have been assumed on a part-time basis 
by two new members of the staff, Mrs. Isabelle Fuller, and 
Miss Twila Kendall, respectively. The annual Pop Concert 
in December, at which both organizations appeared, was 
very successful. The band’s appearance and performance 
at our games have met with general commendation. The 
work of the art pupils, instructed by Mrs. Ruth Harriman, 
has also been deservedly applauded; they did the art 
work for the Pop Concert and for many other activities 
during the year. - 


Less evident perhaps, because not directly viewed by 
the public but certainly not less important has been each 
day’s classroom work by the full staff of Traip Academy.

Here the boys and girls of Kittery are being conscientiously 
guided by well-qualified and painstaking teachers to the 
acquisition of a well-balanced personality and the skills 
and knowledges necessary for effective living in a still 
troubled world. A state-wide survey of secondary schools 
which I completed a few weeks ago shows conclusively that 
the curricula we offer are better than those at most other 
schools, even the largest, and—more important—our 
courses are effective, since our dropout rate is far below 
the average for the state. 


We are aware that some further improvements should 
be made, but these must largely wait until the school sur- 
vey report is in, and the people have decided what they 
are willing to do to increase the building facilities at Traip 
Academy. The appointment of the Planning and Building 
Committee and the approval of a professional survey were 
really the biggest educational news in Kittery this year. 
It is hoped that the result will be provision of more ade- 
quate space and equipment for the larger classes now in 
sight. 

May I again, for the faculty and for myself, express 
our appreciation of the generous and understanding support 
given our various plans and efforts, by the Board of 
Trustees, the Kittery School Committee, Supt. Lorey C. 
Day, and the citizens of Kittery. I feel we may be justly 
proud of the results attained by our combined endeavors.

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REPORT OF 


THE SELECTMEN 


TO THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF KITTERY: 


Another year has rolled around and the work of pre- 
paring the Town Report is well under way. We have had 
the members of the Budget Committee with us several 
times in the last three months to acquaint them with the 
progress and financial condition of the several Departments 
so that they might be in a better position to act on the funds 
necessary for the ensuing year. 


PUBLIC WORKS 


During the past year this Department has been handi- 
capped by the lack of necessary help and many of the pro- 
jects planned have not been completed. However, the gen- 
eral highway work was taken care of including necessary 
patching on all highways, and tarring of those as far as 
available funds permitted. 


A Galion Road Grader has been rented to assist in the 
removal of snow, also of slush and ice after plowing. This 
piece of equipment, if purchased, as recommended, will be 
especially helpful after tarring for mulching and smoothing 
the highways, many of which are very rough at the present 
time. The accumulation of sand on the edges of the roads 
may be removed and the ditches kept clear through the 
use of this machine. 


The completion of the Cutts Island Bridge and the pro- 
posed widening of the curve beyond, will improve a driv- 
ing hazard that has existed at this point on the Sea Point 
Road. 


With the exception of the surfacing, the road to the 
westerly side of Badgers Island has been completed. The 
American Oil Company, owners of the Gasoline Station 
- property abutting the entrance of this highway on U. S. 
Route No. 1 are planning to alter the grade of their ap- 
proach to conform with that of the new highway and the 
surface of their approach and that of the entrance of the 
new highway will be surfaced with 2 inches of Asphalt 
Mixture. 
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It is hoped that the completion of the Norton and Lewis 
Roads may be accomplished and that a fair start may be 
made on the Bartlett Road. 


Street signs for all the town ways are nearly ready and 
will be erected as soon as the frost is out of the ground. 


WELFARE 


Due to the ever increasing demand for labor, the wel- 
fare problem has become less acute and applications for aid 
should decrease through the coming year. The Selectmen 
wish to express their appreciation to the District Nurse 
who has been most co-operative and helpful during the past 
year. a 


CIVIL DEFENSE 


An excellent Civil Defense Organization has been 
created under the leadership of Ernest Hutchins and his 
able assistants. The Selectmen feel very grateful to this. 
committee for its efforts and to the townspeople for their 
fine co-operation. 


THE CENTRAL OFFICE 


The continuation of this installation is urgently recom- 
mended to the citizens of the town. It is planned to sound 
the alarms for both fire departments, to receive all police 
calls and see to it that they are promptly attended to. It is 
also recommended that a Suburban Sedan be purchased for 
a Police Cruiser which may be used as an ambulance in an 
emergency as well as for other duties necessary in connec- 
tion to the Police Department. 


If authorized, it is the intention of the Selectmen to 
develop this office into a service center for the benefit of 
the citizens of the town. A set-up for emergency calls for 
doctors and nurses would be instituted, and a general in- 
formation center created. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENTS 


The Kittery Fire Department are requesting a new 750 
gallon Pumper to replace the 1926 Maxim Pumper which 
has given the town continued excellent service, but due to 
its age, it seems economical and practical to purchase a new 
unit. 
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Attention is called to an article in the warrant to pur- 
chase a lot of land near Hutchins Corner from the Heirs 
of D. O. Manson; also an article requesting a new fire sta- 
tion for the Kittery Point Fire Department. The present 
fire station is entirely inadequate for the needs of the de- 
partment and any addition to this building appears im- 
practical and uneconomical. 


It seems advisable to purchase this lot and erect a new 
fire station at this location. The new location would afford 
a less hazardous exit from the station than now exists on 
Coleman Avenue. If the new fire station is authorized in 
town meeting it would seem advisable to sell the present 
building which might be converted into living quarters or 
some other purpose. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Since the Central Office has been in operation the 
efficiency of the Police work has improved and calls have 
been covered more promptly. The Police Cruiser equipped 
with Radio Communication, as recommended in the war- 
rant, would give excellent police coverage for the entire 
town. : 


Through the co-operation of Mr. Harold P. Grace and 
the Naval Shipyard Authorities, Navy Yard Police are to 
cover the traffic at Gate No. 2, as at present, also at the 
railroad crossing on Wentworth Street. The Selectmen 
wish to express their appreciation for the efforts of Mr. 
Grace and Mr. Maby in behalf of the town. 


no ORDINANCES 


After several months of careful study and consideration 
the Committee on the Revision of the Town Ordinances have 
completed their work. The Revised Ordinances will be 
printed in book form and a copy distributed with Town 
Report. An article in the Town Report will request their 
acceptance and adoption. 


The Selectmen are grateful to the members of the 
committee. 


Ler re 


Under the provisions of the law the State Tax must be 
raised as in the past, but not turned over to the State 
Treasurer. The Town may use this fund for a purpose 
beneficial to the town, and it is felt that the purchase of 
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the Galion Grader, the 3-ton Dump Truck, The Sanding 
Machine, the 750 gallon Pumper for the Kittery Fire De- 
partment, also the erection of the first station for the Kit- 
tery Foint Fire Department, would be advisable. 


The State Tax for the years 1952 and 1953 would be 
approximately $21,406.00 for each year. The two years 
State Tax would cover the cost of the above items and we 
would recommend that the town borrow a sum not to ex- 
ceed the amount of the 1953 State Tax to carry out this plan. 


ACCESS ROAD FROM NAVAL SHIPYARD 


During the past year the Selectmen have been work- 


ing with the Shipyard Officials on the possibility of an- 
other highway to expedite the flow of traffic in and out 
of the Shipyard. 


The widening of Government Street was considered, 
the extension of Walker Street to U. S. Route No. 1, and 


the possibility of extending the present road over the 


Boston & Maine right of way, were also taken into con- 
sideration. After many meetings with the Federal Bureau 
of Public Roads in Augusta, and the Maine State Highway 
Commission, the most practical route would be through 
Walker Street with an overpass over U. S. Route No. 1, 
then over a proposed highway connecting Route No. 103, 
through Bridge Street, to the Interstate Highway. 


The matter is now in the hands of the Federal Bureau 
of Public Roads and it is hoped that some action may be 
forthcoming soon. 


TAX EXEMPTION FOR VETERANS 


Veterans who are entitled to Tax Exemption who de-

Audiometer hearing tests were conducted in October 
in all schools grades 4 through 8—number of pupils tested 
was 492—-number retested 44. Volunteer assistance was 
given by members of the Health Committee and P. T. A. 
members. 


Because of the absence of a welfare committee in Kit- 
tery it has been necessary for the Public Health Nurse to 
answer many calls for assistance to needy families. One 
family of neglected children was investigated, food and 
clothing obtained, and 22 follow-up visits made to check 
condition. 


Good used clothing has been donated by individuals 
and The Fix-it Club of the Methodist Church and distrib- 
uted to 7 families with a total of 21 children. Donations 
of money received from local organizations was used to 
buy boots and shoes for needy children. 


Three children have been examined free of charge 
by Dr. Paul Taylor. Through sponsorship of the Kittery 
Lions Club one of these children has had arrangements 
made for a necessary operation at a near-by hospital. One 
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child was examined by a Specialist and application made 
to the Maine School for the Deaf. Also appointment made 
for one child to attend a Mental Hygiene Clinic. 


A Red Cross. Instructors Course was completed by 
the Public Health Nurse. 


A Red Cross Nurse’s Aide Class was conducted during 
June, July and August, consisting of twenty 2 hour even- 
ing periods at the Portsmouth Hospital for which the 
Nurse was a volunteer instructor. 


Because of increased call for Nursing Service and 
Welfare work, the health program of the schools has had 
to be curtailed. If necessary help can be obtained phys- 
ical check-ups by a local physician and the Public Health 
Nurse are to be scheduled for the 4th - 7th and 10th grades 
each year—also closer contact with all school children. 


Services of the Public Health Nurse are available to 
anyone residing in the Town of Kittery or Kittery Point. 
Treatment is carried out under orders of the family phys- 
ician. The Nurse does not diagnose or prescribe treatment 
but may make one visit to determine the advisability of 
calling the family physician. We are authorized by the 
Metropolitan and John Hancock Life Insurance Companies 
to give nursing service to patients with certain types of 
policies. 


A fee of $1.50 per visit is charged, if the family is 
financially able to pay. Part-pay or free service is given 
when necessary and no call is refused irrespective of ability 
to pay. Service may be obtained by calling the Nurse’s 


office, Tel. 2650, 8 to 9 A. M., Monday through Saturday 


or by calling Cole’s Drug Store 720. 


On behalf of the Board of Directors of this Association 
and myself, I wish to thank the people of Kittery and the 
Organizations for their help of donations and services in 
advancing the work of the Public Health Committee, also 
a word of appreciation to Doctor’s Paul Taylor, Thomas 
Conroy and Gerald Shattuck for the success of our Well 
Child and Pre-school Clinics.

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REPORT OF 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Kittery: 


The reasons for our severe school enrollment growing 
pains, with the attendant need of both temporary quarters 
and new permanent housing, can best and most quickly be 
shown in the form of three brief tables:

In terms of Classroom need it can be briefly stated 
that next fall the elementary school enrollment, as we pro- 
pose to distribute it, will require five more rooms than we 
now have. Were we to distribute it in terms of standard 
capacity, seven rooms would be required, (200 divided by 
30 = 6-2/3). The situation at Traip Academy, which has 
long been crowded beyond standard capacity, will be con- 
sidered in the accompanying report of Principal Wenners. 


The State Department of Education is recommending 
and giving special permission for the early construction and 
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equipping of several temporary elementary classrooms. 
One room will be established in the Wentworth-Dennett 
basement and two in the Frisbee cafeteria this spring, while 
two will be set up on the first floor of the former Austin 
School for fall use. It should be understood that these ar- 
r.ngements are only temporary, and the temporary permis- 
sion given by the State Department ordinarily runs for two 
years only. It takes a good part of two years to prepare 
plans ard construct a school, so these temporary arrange- 
ments are meant simply to fill in the time required for the 
community to provide some permanent classroom space. 


A certain amount of Federal aid may be forthcoming 
relatively soon, but the full entitlement may be several 
years in materializing. Meantime, school enrollment will 
continue to grow and still more classrooms will be needed. 
Simply during the period the Planning Committee has 
been carrying on its deliberations the school population has 
increased by 260. Federal aid at best is likely to be allotted 
not only slowly but piecemeal, and if we are to be at all 
ready to meet the classroom problem that will be with us 
in one and two years, it will be necessary to consider also 
the assistance of a loan from the newly formed Maine 
School Housing Authority. 


Concern is sometimes expressed regarding the main- 
tenance of new buildings. Wherever children are housed 
it is going to cost to keep them in school, and as long as we 
have more children it is going to be necessary to have more 
housing. The total maintenance cost for a larger, well- 
built schoolhouse may seem large, but often the per capita 
pupil cost is relatively low. The two most expensive build- 
ings in Union One to maintain in terms of per capita cost 
are the two smallest. The individual pupil cost in one of 
them is considerably above that of most high schools in the 
State. 


A general fifteen per cent increase in the cost of maps 
and charts on February 1 gives point to the increasingly 
acute problem of school costs. Every item entering into 
the maintenance of schools has been subject to steadily 
rising prices since 1940. Just as it takes more money to buy 
food, clothing and shelter, it takes more to keep the schools 
going. Kittery so far has been more fortunate than most 
communities, for increases in State aid and the recent allot- 
ments of current Federal aid have made it possible to keep 
the local appropriations at a stable figure in spite of in- 
creased costs. The table of costs accompanying this report 
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indicates that local funds provide only 49 per cent of the 
cost of elementary school maintenance, while the State pro- 
vides 41 per cent and the Federal Government 10 per cent. 
The proportion of local and outside support is practically 
the same for secondary education. State aid has been of 
increasing assistance to Kittery for some time and now the 
Federal Government is making a genuine effort to assist in 


offsetting the costs arising out of the war ‘impact’ on the 
community. 


Our educational problems are indeed complex and the 
problem of housing is growing apace, but if all of us, offic- 
ials, laymen, and educators alike can work together calmly 
and thoughtfully, each with respect for the other’s view- 
point, we should soon come to a solution which does justice 
alike to the citizens who must bear the burden and the 
children who must be educated.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
OF ROBERT W. TRAIP ACADEMY 


The Joint Board of Traip Academy 
Kittery 
Maine 


Gentlemen: 


It seems to me especially fortunate this year that I 
may make to you—and through you, to the people of Kit- 
tery,—a factual report of the doings of the faculty and 
students of Traip Academy for the year 1951. In a free 
country such as ours freedom of the press is a cherished 
possession; but every freedom is also a sacred trust. Con- 
trol of the press by a single party or a governmental dic- 
tatorship is deservedly anathema to the American people, 
because it undermines the freedom we love; no less danger- 
ous to freedom is a press in which so-called ‘‘news’” is com- 
pounded of allegations, insinuations, imaginings, and ques- 
tionings, skirting but thinly the edges of slander and libel, 
or consists of invective supported by invention, hearsay 
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and rumor. In 1816 Thomas Jefferson wrote: ‘““There is no 
safe deposit for the functions of government but with the 
people themselves; nor can they be safe with them without 
information.” John Milton said: ‘Give me the liberty to 
know, to utter, and to argue freely according to conscience, 
above all liberties.’”’? Longer ago it was written: “The truth 
shall make you free.’ Fortunately, in free America educa- 
tion has to a considerable extent protected the people 
against even a controlled press; however, there are still 
some, no doubt, who believe that publication in a “news- 
paper” can transform misinformation into truth. Poisoning 
the wells of public information in a democracy has been a 
common prelude to tyranny. The use of a privately-owned 
press to vent one’s spleen upon properly-constituted au- 
thority which had to act to maintain law and order in school 
is an attempt to substitute one’s own judgement, unsup- 
ported by full evidence, for due process of law in the 
American tradition. 


The Town Report is not a private venture for profit; 
hence it can have no purpose to increase its circulation. 
It is therefore a proper repository for factual reports, 
wholly free of litigious terms, fat contentions, and flowing 
fees.” Such a report is the following. 


Further improvement has been made in the physical 
plant. Besides the usual maintenance work, a new acoust- 
ical tile ceiling was installed in the corridors of the main 
building, reducing greatly the volume of sound made by 
300 pupils passing to classes in a building designed for only 
seventy-five. These corridors were painted in two-tone 
green to harmonize with the stair-wells which had been 
similarly painted previously. Rooms 1, 2, 4, and 9 were 
repainted, and the ceiling in Room 3, formerly of dark 
celotex, badly stained by water leakage, whitened. The 
boys’ toilet was also painted for the first time in many years. 


Anticipating the metal shortage and price rise, many 
new typewriters were purchased, finally replacing all those 
about ten years old, at a price that was most favora>le. 
Purchase of a few additional machines made it possible to 
accommodate all qualified commercial students in tyve- 
writing this year. Further additions were made to the 
office machines equipment to meet the needs of this rapidly 
growing department. The shop, home economics depart- 
ment, and science laboratory, as well as the library, have 
been further equipped, to take care of the constantly ris- 
ing enrollment. Many new textbooks have also been pur- 
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chased, particularly for the English department, which has 
now inaugurated a special reading course to aid pupils who 
have difficulties in that field. 


Library and guidance services have been improved to 
a limited extent by the addition of one teacher, who, how- 
ever, must also teach several classes in English. The time 
is at hand when we should have a teacher able to devote 
full time to the library and to guidance, especially of the 
girls. It is quite impossible for a principal to carry on all 
the administration and supervision of a modern compre- 
hensive high school enrolling some 300 pupils, and also to 
give each pupil the personal, vocational and educational 
guidance each should have. 


Measures taken to keep down costs have not all been 
approved ky the state department of education in its recent 
appraisal of Kittery schools; at Traip, we must have medical 
inspection, lockers, and instructors with special physical 
education certificates for the physical education program. 
These will require a considerable increase in our budget 
for 1952; were it not for these items, the amount Traip 
would ask from the town for 1952 would be no greater than 
in 1951, since increased federal and state aid would meet 
rising costs in every item of our budget. 


The state study of the academy, made at the request 
of three Kittery citizens, showed the school to be a good 
secondary school, bearing out statements I have made in 
previous reports. This state study, it should be noted, used 
as a guide for its findings, not State of Maine standards 
comparing Traip with other Maine schools, but “Evaluative 
Criteria’, in the 1950 edition, published by the American 
Council on Education, Washington, D. C., intended ‘‘(1) to 
determine the characteristics of a good secondary school, 
(2) to find practical means and methods to evaluate the 
effectiveness of a school in terms of its objectives, (3) to 
determine the means and processes by which a good second- 
ary school develops into a better one, and (4) to locate 
ways in which regional associations can stimulate schools 
to continuous growth.” That Traip Academy was given so 
high a rating on the basis of these national standards should 
be a source of real satisfaction to all the people of Kittery 
and of Maine, as well as to the Joint Board, the faculty and 
the students of the academy. It is, therefore, especially 
difficult to understand why a few suggestions for further 
improvement should be magnified and distorted by certain 
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irresponsible publishers into an arraignment of their own 
community and state. 


The generally satisfactory work of Traip Academy is 
further attested by the results of the “Report on the 
Achievement and Intelligence Status of High School Stu- 
dents in Robert W. Traip Academy, Kittery, Maine, based 
on tests administered in the Essential High School Content 
Battery Standardization—Spring, 1950.’ These results did 
not become available in time for my report last year. Traip 
Academy was one of 288 high schools from thirty-five states 
that took part in this standardization, given by the World 
Book Company, Yonkers-on-Hudson, N. Y. The mean score 
of Traip students in mathematics was at or above that of 
the 288 examined schools combined, in every grade; it was 
at or above that of the combined schools in science in the 
freshman, sophomore, and junior classes, but slightly below 
in the then senior class; it was the same in the sophomore 
class in social studies, but slightly below in the freshman 
and junior classes, and somewhat, but not very much, lower 
in the senior class of that year; in English it was at or 
above the all school mean in every class. In the sixteen 
cases,—four subject fields for four classes—the school mean 
score was exactly that of the combined 288 schools eight 
times, slightly above the score four times, and slightly below 
the score four times. These results are especially signifi- 
cant when the deviation I. Q’s of the classes are considered: 
Grade 9,—100.19; Grade 10,—100.21; Grade 11,—101.47; 
Grade 12,—103.64. These correspond almost exactly to 
the general average of the people of the country who have 
taken this intelligence test. The tremendous range in the 
abilities of the students we are endeavoring to assist at 
Traip is evident from the fact that the report shows I. Q’s. 
from 75 to 140. This indicates why so many different 
courses are absolutely essential if we are to meet the needs 
of pupils of such widely varying abilities. 


In conclusion, may I call attention to the fact that the 
state study again and again notes the urgent need of add- 
itional space for even present pupils. The certain increase 
in enrollment in the immediate future will require more 
shop space, science laboratories and classrooms. Even if 
federal aid is not granted, we owe to all American youth— 
not those in the future, but those Whose youth is now—an 
equal opportunity for a well-balanced American education. 
We can, if we will, provide the necessary facilities for both 
the elementary and the academy students, even without fed- 
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eral aid if need be, without any great financial strain. Let it 
not be said of us that we would not, though we could. We 
cherish our American heritage; let us make sure our 
children have it too, through that education which is the 
certain protection against ignorance, prejudice, and tryanny.

SECOND REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL PLANNING AND BUILDING COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Kittery: 


The Survey Report by Griffenhagen and Associates 
was published in March, 1951, and appeared with the 
following officially adopted statement by this Committee 
on its title page: 

This school survey made by Griffenhagen and Assoc- 

iates regarding school needs for Kittery was received 

February 1, 1951 and is now being studied by your 

School Planning and Building Committee. The pub- 

lication of this report does not signify either approval 

or disapproval of the survey by your Committee. 

Those desiring to make comments or suggestions may 

do so by writing any member of the School Planning 

and Building Committee. 


Three hundred copies of the report were placed in 
the town office, about an equal number were distributed 
through the schools, and ten copies were deposited at the 
public library. 


Among matters discussed at the earlier 1951 Commit- 
tee meetings were the survey, types of school organization, 
increasing enrollment, desirable types of buildings, and 
possible financing through Federal aid, a school district 
and through an ordinary bond issue. 

Mr. William O. Bailey, Deputy Commissioner of Edu- 
cation, was present at one meeting to discuss our whole 
local school housing problem. Representatives from Bunk- 
er and Savage, Augusta, and the Irving L. Hersey Assoc- 
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iates, Dover, New Hampshire, were present at another 
meeting to present sketches of possible additions at Traip 
Academy and the Frisbee School, respectively. 


In Feptember the Committee voted as follows: 


1. That the Committee make a preliminary recom- 
mendation of an elementary school addition to the 
Frisbee School, with <even to nine classrooms essent- 
ially in line with sketches submitted by Irving L. 
Hersey Ascociates, said cost range to be approximately 
$130,000 to $150,000, according to size, the building 
to be one story in height and of cinder block, brick- 
face, firerroof construction. 


2. To make a preliminary recommendation of a two- 
story addition to the Swett Memorial Gymnasium, 
essentially in line with sketches presented by Mr. 
Arthur L. Savage, construction to ke fireproof, but 
details regarding use of plaster, cinder tile, and other 
details to be given further consideration later; cost 
of the building being estimated at approximately 
$250,000. 


The architects’ sketches associated with these two pre- 
liminary recommendations were later displayed at three 
_conspicuous places in town and newspaper publicity was 
given to each. These plans were presented to the commun- 
ity in accordance with a vote which specified: 


That the Planning and Building Committee recom- 
mend for consideration by the citizens of ‘Kittery the 
plans for an addition to the Frisbee School and for 
an addition to Traip Academy. 


The school housing problem was discussed at three 
public forums, one under the auspices of the F. T. A. Cen- 
tral Council, one under the auspices of Traip Academy 
and one under the Committee itself. At the last two meet- 
ings the full Committee panel was invited to participate 
as a leaders’ group. The largest attendance, more than 
200, was at the Traip forum. Informal discussions of the 
situation have been held at numerous Parent-Teacher 
Association meetings. Considerable detail regarding the 
problem may be found in recent town reports. 


The Committee was recently about to recommend a 
series of articles for a special town meeting when the 
Federal aid picture changed, so its chief final recommend- 
ation is for an article to amend our Federal aid application 
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so that the first installment of funds will go towards a 
Traip Academy addition. 

| The present indications are that Federal aid is likely 
to come slowly, except for a possible early limited payment, 
and other means of financing will have to be considered if 
our overcrowding is not to become completely out of con- 
trol by 1953. The new Maine School Building Authority 
will be organized shortly and the Committee proposes to 
investigate the possibilities which that organization can 
offer in the way of low cost loan assistance. Loans from 
the Authority can be obtained without effect upon the 
borrowing capacity of the town and they would obviate 
the need of forming a school district.

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AN ORDINANCE REGULATING AND LICENSING 
TAXICABS AND TAXICAB DRIVERS AND 
PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION 
THEREOF 


SECTION 1. DEFINITIONS: 


The following words and phrases when used in this 
ordinance have the meanings as set out herein: 


(a) Call Box Stand means a place alongside a street, 
or elsewhere where the Board of Selectmen has auth- 
orized a holder of a certificate of public convenience 
and necessity to install a telephone or call box for 
the taking of calls and the dispatching of taxicabs. 


(b) Certificate means a certificate of public con- 
venience and necessity issued by the Board of Select- 
men, authorizing the holder thereof to conduct a taxi- 
cab business in the Town of Kittery. 


(c) Cruising means the driving of a taxicab on the 


streets, alleys, or public places of the Town of Kittery 7 
in search of, or soliciting prospective passengers for Bt 
hire. # 


(d) Driver’s License. means the permission granted 
by the Board of Selectmen to a person to drive a taxi- 
cab upon the streets of the Town of Kittery. 


(e) Holder means a person to whom a certificate of 
public convenience and necessity has been issued. 


(f) Open Stand means a public place alongside the 
curb of a street or elsewhere, in the Town of Kittery 
which has been designated by the Board of Selectmen 
as reserved exclusively for the use of taxicabs. > 


(g) Person includes an individual, a corporation or 
other legal entity, a partnership, and any unincor- 
porated association. 


(h) Rate Card means a card issued by the Board of 
Selectmen for display in each taxicab which contains 
the rates of fare then in force. 


(i) Taxicab means a motor vehicle regularly engag- 4 
ed in the business of carrying passenger for hire, hav- 

ing a seating capacity of less than six (6) persons and 

not operated on a fixed route. 
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SECTION 2. CERTIFICATE OF PUBLIC CONVENIENCE 
AND NECESSSITY REQUIRED | 


No person shall operate or permit a taxicab owned or 
controlled by him to be operated as a vehicle for hire upon 
the streets of the Town of Kittery without having first ob- 
tained a certificate of public convenience and necessity 
from the Board of Selectmen. 


SECTION 3. APPLICATION FOR CERTIFICATE 

An application for a certificate shall be filed with the 
Town Clerk upon forms provided by the Town of Kittery; 
and said application shall be verified under oath and shall 
furnish the following information: 


(a) The name and address of the applicant. 


(b) The financial status of the applicant, including 
the amounts of all unpaid judgements against the 
epplicant and the nature of the transaction or acts 
giving rise to said judgements. 


(c) The experience of the applicant in the trans- 
portation of passengers. 


(d) Any facts which the applicant believes tend to 
prove that public convenience and necessity require 
the granting of a certificate. 


(e) The number of vehicles to be operated or con- 
trolled by the applicant and the location of proposed 
depots and terminals. 


(f) Such further information as the Board of Sel- 
ectmen of the Town of Kittery may require. 


SECTION 4. PUBLIC HEARING 

Upon the filing of an application, the Board of Select- 
-men shall fix a time and place for a public hearing thereon. 
Notice of such hearing shall be given to the applicant and 
to all persons to whom certificates of public convenience 
and necessity have been theretofore issued. Due notice 
shall also be given the general public by posting a notice 
of such hearing in the Post Offices. Any interested person 
may file with the Board of Selectmen a memorandum in 
support of or opposition to the issuance of a certificate. 


SECTION 5. ISSUANCE OF CERTIFICATE 


If the Board of Selectmen finds that further taxicab 
service in the Town of Kittery is required by the public 
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convenience and necessity and that the applicant is fit, 
willing, and able to perform such public transportation and 
to conform to the provisions of this ordinance and the 
rules promulgated by the Board of Selectmen, then the 
Board of Selectmen shall issue a certificate stating the 
name and address of the applicant, the number of vehicles 
authorized under said certificate and the date of issuance; 
otherwise, the application shall be denied. 


In making the above findings, the Board of Selectmen 
shall take into consideration the number of taxicabs already 
in operation, whether existing transportation is adequate 
to meet the public need, the probable effect of increased 
service on local traffic conditions, and the character, ex- 
perience, and responsibility of the applicant: 


SECTION 6. INDEMNITY BOND OR LIABILITY IN- 
SURANCE REQUIRED. 


No certificate of public convenience and necessity shall 
be issued or continued in operation unless there is in full 
force and effect an indemnity bond for each vehicle author- 
ized in the amount of (10) ten thousand dollars for bodily 
injury to any one person; in the amount of (20) twenty 
thousand dollars for injuries to more than one person which 
are sustained in the same accident and (5) five thousand 
dollars for property damage resulting from any one acci- 
dent. Said bond or bonds shall inure to the benefit of any 
person who shall be injured or who shall sustain damage 
to property proximately caused by the negligence of a 
holder, his servants, or agents. Said bond or bonds shall 
be filed in the office of the Town Clerk and shall have as 
surety thereon a surety company authorized to do business 
in the State of Maine. 

The Board of Selectmen may in its discretion allow 
the holder to file, in lieu of bond or bonds, a liability in- 
surance policy issued by an insurance company authorized 
to do business in the State of Maine. Said policy shall con- 
form to the provisions of this section relating to bonds. 


SECTION 7. LICENSE FEES 


No certificate shall be issued or continued in operation 
unless the holder thereof has paid an annual license fee of 
(50) fifty dollars for the right to engage in the taxicab 
business and (15) fifteen dollars each year for each vehicle 
operated under a certificate of public convenience and nec- 
essity. Said license fees shall be for the calendar year and 
shall be in addition to any other license fees or charges es- 
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tablished by proper authority and applicable to said holder 
of the vehicle or vehicles under his operation and control. 


SECTION 8. TRANSFER OF CERTIFICATES. 


No certificate of public convenience and necessity may 
be sold, assigned, mortgaged or otherwise transferred. 


SECTION 9. SUSPENSION AND REVOCATION OF 
CERTIFICATES. 


A certificate issued under the provisions of this ordin- 
ance may be revoked or suspended by the Board of Select- 
men if the holder thereof has (a) violated any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance (b) discontinued operations for 
more than (10) ten days (c) has violated any ordinances of 
the Town of Kittery or the laws of the United States or the 
State of Maine, the violations of which reflect unfavorably 
on the fitness of the holder to offer public transportation. 


Prior to suspension or revocation, the holder shall be 
given notice of the proposed action to be taken and shall 
have an opportunity to be heard. 


SECTION 10. TAXICAB DRIVER’S LICENSE. 


No person shall operate a taxicab for hire upon the 
streets of the Town of Kittery and no person who owns or 
controls a taxicab shall permit it to be so driven, and no 
taxicab licensed by the Town of Kittery shall be so driven, 
at any time for hire, unless the driver of said taxicab shall 
have first obtained and shall have then in force a taxicab 
driver’s license issued under the provisions of this ordin- 
ance. 


SECTION 11. APPLICATION FOR DRIVER’S LICENSE. 


An application for a taxicab driver’s license shall be 
filed with the Town Clerk on forms provided by the Town 
of Kittery; and such application shall be verified under 
oath and shall contain the following information: 


(a) The names and addresses of (2) two residents of 
the Town of Kittery who will vouch for the sobriety, 
honesty, and general good character of the applicant. 


(b) The experience of the applicant in the transport- 
ation of passengers. 


(c) The educational background of the applicant. 
(d) A concise history of his employment. 
(e) A recent photograph not over 2” x 2”. 
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Each application shall be accompanied by a certificate from 
a reputable physician of the Town of Kittery certifying 
that, in his opinion, the applicant is not inflicted with any 
disease or infirmity which might make him an unsafe or 
unsatisfactory driver. At the time the application is filed 
the applicant shall pay to the Town of Kittery the sum of 
(2) two dollars. 


SECTION 12. EXAMINATION OF APPLICANT. CUR- 
RENT STATE MOTOR VEHICLE OPERATOR’S PERMIT 
REQUIRED. 

Before any application is finally passed upon by the 
Board of Selectmen the applicant shall be required to pass 
a satisfactory examination as to his knowledge of the Town 
and to show that he has current motor vehicle operator’s 
permit issued by the State of Maine. 


SECTION 13. POLICE INVESTIGATION OF APPLIC- 
ANT. TRAFFIC AND POLICE RECORD. 

The Police Department shall conduct an investigation 
of each applicant for a taxicab driver’s license and a report 
of such investigation and a copy of the traffic and police 
record of the applicant, if any, shall be attached to the 
application for the consideration of the Board of Selectmen. 


SECTION 14. CONSIDERATION OF APPLICATION 

The Board of Selectmen shall upon consideration of 
the application and the reports and certificate required to 
be attached thereto shall approve or reject the application. 
If the application is rejected, the applicant may request a 
personal appearance before the Board of Selectmen to offer 
evidence why his application should be reconsidered. 


SECTION 15. ISSUANCE OF LICENSE. DURATION. 


ANNUAL FEE. 

Upon approval of an application for a taxicab driver’s 
license the Board of Selectmen shall issue a license to the 
applicant which shall bear the name, address, color, age, 
signature and photograph of the applicant. 


Such license shall be in effect for the remainder of 
the calendar year. A license for every calendar year there- 
after shall issue upon the payment of two (2) dollars unless 
the license for the preceding year has been revoked. 


SECTION 16. DISPLAY OF LICENSE. 

Every driver licensed under this ordinance shall post 
his driver’s license in such a place as to be in full view of 
all passengers while such driver is operating a taxicab. 
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SECTION 17. SUSPENSION AND REVOCATION OF 
LICENSE. 


The Board of Selectmen is hereby given the authority 
to suspend any driver’s license issued under this ordinance 
for a driver’s failing or refusing to comply with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, such suspension to last for a 
period of not more than (3) three days. The Board of 
Selectmen is also given authority to revoke any driver’s 
license for failure to comply with the provisions of this 
ordinance. However, a license may not be revoked unless 
the driver has received notice and has had an opportunity 
to present evidence in his behalf. 


SECTION 18. FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH TOWN, 
STATE AND FEDERAL LAWS. 


Every driver licensed under this ordinance shall com- 
ply with all Town, State and Federal laws. Failure to do 
so will justify the Board of Selectmen suspending or revok- 
ing a license. 


SECTION 19. VEHICLES. EQUIPMENT AND MAIN- 
TENANCE. 


(a) Vehicles Must Be Licensed. Prior to the use and 
operation of any vehicle under the provisions of this 
ordinance said vehicle shall be thoroughly examined 
and inspected by the Police Department and found to 
comply with such reasonable rules and regulations as 
may be prescribed by the Board of Selectmen. These 
rules and regulations shall be promulgated to provide 
safe transportation and shall specify such safety equip- 
ment and regulatory devices as the Board of Selectmen 
shall deem necessary therefore. 


When the Police Department finds that a vehicle 
has met the standards established by the Board of 
Selectmen, the Department shall issue a license to that 
effect, which shall also state the authorized seating 
capacity of said vehicle. 


(b) Periodic Inspections. Every vehicle operating 
under this ordinance shall be periodically inspected by 
the Police Department at such intervals as shall be 
established by the Board of Selectmen to insure the 
continued maintenance of safe operating conditions. 

(c) Vehicles Must Be Kept In A Clean and Sanitary 
Condition. Every vehicle operating under this ordin- 
ance shall be kept in a clean and sanitary condition 
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according to rules and regulations promulgated by the 
Board of Selectmen. 


SECTION 20. RATES OF FARE. RATE CARD RE- 
QUIRED. 

No owner or driver of a taxicab shall charge a sum 
for the use of a taxicab in excess of (50) fifty cents per 
mile. Such charge shall not exceed (1.50) one dollar and 
fifty cents anywhere within the town limits. 

Every taxicab operated under this ordinance shall have 
a rate card setting forth the authorized rates of fare dis- 
played in such a place as to be in view of all passengers. 


SECTION 21. RECEIPTS. 


The driver of any taxicab shall upon demand by the 
passenger render to such passenger a receipt for the amount 
charged, either by a mechanically printed receipt or by a 
specially prepared receipt on which shall be the name of 
the owner, license number or motor number, amount of 
meter reading or charges and date of transaction. 


SECTION 22. REFUSAL OF PASSENGER. TO PAY 
LEGAL FARE. 


It shell be unlawful for any person to refuse to pay the 
legal fare of any of the vehicles mentioned in this ordinance 
after having hired the same, and it shall be unlawful for 
any person to hire any vehicle herein defined with intent 
to defraud the person from whom it is hired of the value 
of such service. 


SECTION 23. SOLICITATION, ACCEPTANCE AND DIS- 
CHARGE OF PASSENGERS. 


(a) Solicitation of Passengers by Driver. No driver 
shall solicit passengers for a taxicab except when sit- 
ting in the driver’s compartment of such taxicab or 
while standing immediately adjacent to the curb side 
thereof. The driver of any taxicab shall remain in 
the driver’s compartment or immediately adjacent to 
his vehicle at all times when such vehicle is upon 
the public street except that, when necessary a driver 
may be absent from his taxicab for not more than (3) 
three consecutive minutes, and provided further that 
nothing herein contained shall be held to prohibit any 
driver from alighting to the street or sidewalk for the 
purpose of assisting passengers into or out of such 
vehicle. 
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{b) Prohibited Solicitation. No driver shall solicit 
patronage in a loud or annoying tone of voice or by 
sign or in any Manner annoy any person or obstruct 
the movement of any persons, or follow any person 
for the purpose of soliciting patronage. 


(c) Receipt and Discharge of Passengers on Sidewalk 
Only. Drivers of taxicabs shall not receive or dis- 
charge passengers in the roadway but shall pull up 
to the right-hand sidewalk as nearly as possible or in 
the absence of a sidewalk, to the extreme right-hand 
side of the road and there receive or discharge pass- 
engers, except upon one-way streets where passeng- 
ers may ke discharged at either the right or left-hand 
sidewalk, or side of the roadway in the absence of a 
sidewalk. 


(d) Solicitation of other Common Carrier Passengers 
Prohibited. No driver, owner, or operator shall solicit 
passengers at the terminal of any other common car- 
rier, nor at any intermediate points along any es- 
tablished route of any other common carrier. 


(e) Additional Passengers. No driver shall permit 
any other person to occupy or ride in said taxicab, 
unless the person or persons first employing the taxi- 
cab shall consent to the acceptance of additional pass- 
enger or passengers. No charge shall be made for an 
additional passenger except when the additional pass- 
enger rides beyond the previous passenger’s destina- 
tion and then only for the additional distance so 
travelled. 


(f) Restriction on Number of Passengers. No driver 
shall permit more persons to be carried in a taxicab 
as passengers than the rated seating capacity of his 
taxicab as stated in the license for said vehicle issued 
by the Board of Selectmen. A child in arms shall 
not be counted as a passenger. 


(g) Refusal to Carry Orderly Passengers Prohibited. 
No driver shall refuse or neglect to convey any orderly 
person or persons, upon request, unless previously 
engaged or unable or forbidden by the provisions of 
this ordinance to do so. 


(h) Prohibitions of Drivers. It shall be a violation 
of this ordinance for any driver of a taxicab to solicit 
business for any hotel, or to attempt to divert patron- 
age from one hotel to another. Neither shall such 
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driver engage in selling intoxicating liquors or solicit 
business for any house of ill repute or use his vehicle 
for any purpose other than the transporting of pass- 
engers. 


(i) Prohibitions of Passengers. It shall be unlawful 
for the driver of any taxicab to permit any person 
or persons to stand on the running board of such veh- 
icle while the same is in motion, and it shall be un- 
lawful for any person to ride on the running board of 
such vehicle while the same is in motion. 


SECTION 24. OPEN STANDS. ESTABLISHMENT. USE 


(a) The Board of Selectmen of the Town of Kittery 
is hereby authorized and empowered to establish Open 
Stands in such place or places upon the streets of the 
Town of Kittery as it deems necessary for the use of 
taxicabs operated in the Town. Said Board of Select- 
men shall not create an open stand without taking 
into consideration the need for such stands by the 
companies and the convenience to the general public. 
The Board of Selectmen shall prescribe the number 
of cabs that shall occupy. such open stands. 


(b) Open stands shall be used by the different 
drivers on a first come first served basis. The driver 
shall pull on to the open stand from the rear and 
shall advance forward as the cabs ahead pull off. 
Drivers shall stay within five feet of their cabs; they 
shall not solicit passengers; or, engage in loud or 
boisterous talk while at an open stand. Nothing in 
this ordinance shall be construed as preventing a 
passenger from boarding the cab of his choice that is 
parked at open stands. 


SECTION 25. CALL BOX STANDS. ESTABLISHMENT. 
USE. 

The Board of Selectmen is hereby authorized and 
empowered to establish Call Box Stands upon the streets 
of the Town in such places as in its discretion it deems 
proper. A holder desiring to establish a Call Box Stand 
shall make written application to the Board of Selectmen. 
The applicant must attach to the application the written 
-approval of the abutting property owners of said space, 
consenting to the creation of such stand. Upon filing of 
the application the Police Department shall make an in- 
vestigation of the traffic conditions at said place and shall 


thereafter file their written recommendation with the | 
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Board of Selectmen. The Board of Selectmen shall then 
either grant or refuse the application. When a call box 
stand has been established as herein provided, it shall be 
used solely by the holder to whom the same was granted 
and his agents and servants and no other holder shall be 
permitted to use the same. Provided, however, that no 
holder shall obtain permits for more than (1) one such 
call box stand within the downtown business area. 


SECTION 26. PROHIBITIONS OF OTHER VEHICLES. 


Private or other vehicles for hire shall not at any 
time occupy the space upon the streets that has been est- 
ablished as either open stands or call box stands. 


SECTION 27. TAXICAB SERVICE. 


All persons engaged in the taxicab business in the 
Town of Kittery operating under the provisions of this or- 
dinance shall render an overall service to the public desir- 
ing to use taxicabs. Holders of certificates of public con- 
venience and necessity shall maintain a central place of 
business and keep the same open twenty-four hours a day 
for the purpose of. receiving calls and dispatching cabs. 
They shall answer all calls received by them for services 
inside the corporate limits of the Town of Kittery as soon 
as they can do so and if said services cannot be rendered 
within a reasonable time they shall then notify the pros- 
pective passengers how long it will be before the said call 
can be answered and give the reason therefor. Any holder 
who shall refuse to accept a call anywhere in the corporate 
limits of the Town of Kittery at any time when such hold- 
er has available cabs; or who shall fail or refuse to give 
over-all service, shall be deemed a violator of this ordinance 
and the certificate granted to such holder shall be revoked 
at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen. 


SECTION 28. POLICE DEPARTMENT. DUTY TO EN- 
FORCE ORDINANCE. 

The Police Department of the Town of Kittery is hereby 
given the authority and is instructed to watch and observe 
the conduct of holders and drivers operating under this 
ordinance. Upon discovering a violation of the provisions 
of this ordinance, the Police Department shall report the 
same to the Board of Selectmen which will order or take 
appropriate action. 
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SECTION 29. PENALTY. 


Any person violating any of the provisions of this or- 
dinance shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not exceeding (50) fifty 
dollars or by imprisonment in the County Jail not exceeding 
(30) thirty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


SECTION 30. SEVERABILITY. 

Each of the provisions of this ordinance are severable, 
and if any provision shall be declared to be invalid, the re- 
maining provisions shall not be affected but shall remain 
in full force and effect. 


Section 31. REPEALING PROVISION. 
All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with 
this ordinance are hereby repealed.

Penalty for violation of this ordinance shall be the same 
as that set forth in Section 2-D of Revised Ordinances, 
Town of Kittery, 1952.

SECTION 5. USE OF WEAPONS 


The use of firearms of any description, air rifles of any 
description, slingshots, or bows and arrows by any person 
within the local business district, the commercial district, 
or the general or single residence districts as defined in 
Section 13 of Revised Ordinances, Town of Kittery, 1952; 
or by a minor anywhere within the limits of the Town of 
Kittery, unless accompanied by an adult, is prohibited un- 
less written permission for a specific use is granted by 
the Board of Selectmen. Penalty for violationu of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not to exceed $50.00, costs of 
Court, and forfeiture of said weapon or weapons. 


SECTION 6. LOADING OR UNLOADING HEAVY 
EQUIPMENT 


The loading or unloading of any heavy equipment of 
the type commonly known as tracklayer, crawler, or cater- 
pillar on any of the town highways without written per- 
mission of the Board of Selectmen is prohibited. Penalty 
for violation of this ordinance shall be a fine not to exceed 
$25.00 and costs of Court. 
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SECTION 7. CURFEW 


Juveniles, defined as any person under the age of 16, 
will not be allowed on the town highways after 9:00 P. M. 
unless accompanied by an adult.

THE SELECTMEN 


TO THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF KITTERY: 


We wish to present a brief report of the activities of 
the various departments for the year 1952: 


PUBLIC WORKS 


This department has carried out its program very 
well indeed. The northwest end of the Norton Road has 
been completed and the work on the Lewis Road is well 
advanced and should be finished this year. There is a short 
section of Norton Road next to the Haley Road which is 
expected to be rebuilt this year thus completing the loop 
from the Haley Road through the Norton and Lewis Roads 
to U. S. Route No. 1. 


We are asking for more funds for tarring this year, in 
an effort to cover more of the roads thus reducing the 
amount of patching which has been a very costly item in 
the past two or three years. 


Street signs have been placed on nearly all the town 
- ways and the cooperation of the townspeople is requested 
to see that these as well as our traffic and parking signs 
are not torn down and destroyed as has been the case in 
many instances in the past. 


Much credit is due the Public Works Department for 
the improved conditions at our town dump. The continued 
co-operation of all who use this facility should tend to less- 
en the cost of its maintenance. 


CIVIL DEFENSE 


This unit has been well organized and would be very 
effective in case of any disaster. It is hoped that the ac- 
tivities of this body will be resumed during the ensuing 
year. Let us all co-operate and keep our Civil Defense 
Organization on an active basis. 


_ FIRE DEPARTMENTS 
We all have a feeling of security when we consider the 
efficiency of our Fire Departments. Their promptnéss in 
answering alarms and ability in handling equipment at 
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fires have prevented many serious conflagrations. The 
new Fire Station at Kittery Point is nearly completed and 
will soon be ready for occupancy. It is a fine building and 
the towns people should find it interesting to inspect its 
various facilities. 


The new pumper for the Kittery Fire Department is 
expected to be delivered during the month of February. 


THE CENTRAL OFFICE 


We feel that this unit has been very beneficial to the 
towns people in many ways. Fire and police calls are 
handled promptly and many other services are rendered 
during a twenty-four hour period. The Kittery Point Fire 
Alarm has not been connected to the Central Office due 
to the construction of the new fire station but it is planned 
to have this accomplished as soon as the Department moves 
to its new quarters. 


It seemed advisable to render a report of the activities 
of our Police Department in connection with the Cenfral 
Office. The acquisition of the Police Cruiser has enabled 
the Police Department to render much better service and 
to cover the calls throughout the entire town with prompt- 
ness and good results. Much credit is due to the Chief and 
his staff for the manner in which the traffic has been hand- 
led and the general police duties performed. 


The following is a partial list of the calls during the 
past year: 


27 calls, Stolen articles, all investigated by police. 

52 calls, Automobile accidents, investigated by police. 
3 calls, persons hit by cars, investigated by police. 
2 calls, stolen cars recovered by police. 

6 calls, breaking and entering, investigated by police. 

16 calls from out of town to locate missing persons. 

45 calls on dogs, lost, killed or attacking pedestrians. 

16 calls for family troubles investigated by police. 

3 arrests for drunken driving. 

19 cases where doors were found unlocked by police. 

5 emergency calls for a doctor. 


The Central Office also reported 44 bell alarms for 
the Kittery Fire Department and 17 calls investigated by 
Fire or Police Departments to see if an alarm was necess- 
ary. 
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~ ORDINANCES 


Once again we have called on our Ordinance Commit- 
tee to assist in making some additions and amendments to 
our Ordinances. They have been very carefully reviewed 
and their acceptance and adoption is requested. 


WELFARE 


While the expense of this department decreased some- 
what during the past year it seems unlikely that any ap- 
preciable change could be expected in the outlay for this 
department. During the past year the records show that 
27 cases were assisted by the town while the State De- 
partment furnished the needs for 11 cases. It is hoped 
that the percentage of unemployment does not increase 
thus tending to keep our welfare expenditures as low as 
possible. 


ACCESS ROAD TO NAVAL SHIPYARD 


The awarding of the contracts for the construction of 
the first section of this highway is expected very soon and 
it seems that work on this project should begin shortly. 


THE TOWN OFFICE 


During the past year, three Special Town Meetings 
were held. The first on April 7th where it was voted not 
to build and equip an entirely new school. 


It was voted to take over Traip Academy for a Free 
High School. It was also voted under another article to 
have Traip Academy continue as at present. 


At a Special Town Meeting held September 19, it was 
voted to reconsider the action taken at a Special Town 
Meeting held February 13th, 1952, giving priority to the 
addition at Traip Academy, and rescind the vote taken at 
that time, and to authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer to » 
accept the sum of $157,575.00 allocated by the Federal 
Government for an addition to the Frisbee School. 


At a Special Town Meeting held November 19, 1952 
it was voted to authorize the Moderator to appoint a School 
Building Committee composed of five members as follows: 
one member of Superintending School Committee, one 
member of Board of Selectmen, one member of the Budget 
and Finance Committee, one member of the present Plan- 
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ning Board and the Town Building Inspector, members to 
be recommended to the Moderator by respective groups 
which they represent, and to authorize said committee to 
proceed with the erection of the addition to the Frisbee 


School, be empowered to enter into all necessary contracts 


for the planning and construction of the building and to 
expend all necessary sums provided by the Federal alloca- 
tion under Project 53-c-7-A. 


- It was voted to authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer 
to borrow a sum of money not to exceed $3,500.00 to cover 
the cost and installation of a heating system and electrical 
lighting material for the new Kittery Point Fire Station. 

Art. 4. It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell the old Kittery Point Fire Station at public auction 
and apply the money received to the New Fire Station and 
that the Selectmen be instructed to reject any and all bids 
less than $3,000.00. 


Under Article 5 to sell the old Legion Hall at Memor- 
ial Field, it was voted to lay the article on the table until 
the Annual Town Meeting. 


Under Article 6 it was voted to accept the following 
ordinance: A service charge shall be established upon all 
of the improved lots of land with buildings thereon con- 
nected with or which shall hereafter be connected with 
Admiralty Village Sewer System, and against the owner 
thereof, for the actual use of said system, or plant. Said 
charge shall be no more than the proportionate expense of 
operating and maintaining said system or plant and shall 
be applied thereto. 


Much credit is due Mr. Frisbee and his Staff for the 
excellent service rendered to the towns people throughout 
the year. We wish to express our appreciation to all the 
departments of the town for their co-operation throughout 
the past year.

I hereby submit my report as Health Officer for the 
town of Kittery, Me. for the year 1952. 


This year we have had a greater number of reported 
cases of contagious diseases than last year but we have had 
many more cases that have not been reported by either 
the individuals or their physicians. We would appreciate 
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the cooperation of the families and the physicians in this 
matter if we are going to try to control contagious diseases 
in our town. We find many families are under the im- 
pression that because a disease is not quarantineable that 
it is not necessary to report it. This is not true. All con- 
tagious diseases should be reported to your local health 
officer. :

Because of the growing population and increased num- 
ber of school children, during the past year, the number 
of visits made by the Public Health Nurses have increased 
over 65%. The amount of bedside care and treatment have 
doubled. In February, Mrs. Frances Orr R. N. of Colonial 
Rd. was hired as part-time assistant and in September she 
became a fulltime nurse. 


. More time has been spent in the elementary schools 
in teaching proper health rules, examining children who 
are il) or show evidence of skin conditions. Health prob- 
lems have been discussed with teachers and follow-up 
visits made to the homes. 


Pre-school Clinics were held in April which proved 
very successful. The clinics, which were in charge of 
Dr. Paul Taylor, were to check our children entering school 
for physical defects that might effect schoolwork and to 
endeavor to have each child vaccinated for smallpox. The 
checkups and vaccinations were given free of charge. 


Well Child Clinics have been held, at the Nurse’s of- 
fice in the Town Hall, the second Wednesday each month, 
except during the season poliomyletis is prevalent. At 
these clinics children from infancy to school age are given 
physical examinations by a physician free of charge. Triple 
Toxoid immunizations for whooping cough, tetanus and 
diphtheria, also vaccination for smallpox is given for a fee 
of fifty cents to cover cost of medication. 


Through cooperation of local organizations and in- 
dividuals we have been able to answer many calls for 
assistance from needy families for clothes; medical atten- 
tion and medical supplies. 


I wish to express my thanks to the following Clubs 
and organizations especially for helping to make our 
Thanksgiving and Christmas season a happy one for the 
underprivileged children of Kittery—-The Lions Club, Kit- 
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tery Extension Service, The Fix-it Club and Womens Guild 
of the Methodist Church, Second Christian Church Sunday 
School, Graduate Nurses Club, Cub Scout Troop of 
Kittery Point and The Kittery Santa Claus Fund. 


Several children have been examined, free of charge, 
by Dr. Paul Taylor. On his recommendation; two children 
were examined by an eye specialist, one sent to the mental 
Hygiene Clinic, one for further examination at a nearby 
Hospital, and three referrals to State Clinics. The children 
were sponsored by The Kittery Lions Club. The Lions 
Club have also furnished hospital beds, wheelchairs and 
other sickroom equipment for many of our patients. 


Services of the Nurses are available to anyone resided 
in the town of Kittery or Kittery Point. Treatment is car- 
ried out under orders for the family physician. The Nurse 
does not diagnose or prescribe. A fee of $1.50 per visit 
is charged if the family is financially able to pay. Part-pay 
or free service is given when necessary, but no call is re- 
fused. Service may be obtained by calling the Nurse’s of- 
fice Tel. 2650, 8 to 9 A. M., Monday through Saturday or 
by calling Cole’s Drug Store Tel. 720. 


On January Ist, 1953 the Metropolitan Insurance Co., 
discontinued Nursing Service to policy holders. The John 
Hancock Insurance Co. will discontinue this service June 
1,,1953:.

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Report Of The Kittery School Planning 
And Building Committee 


27 January 1953 
To the citizens of the Town of Kittery: 


The first meeting of your Committee was called on 
May 1, 1952, by Selectman Raymond Morrow. The in- 
ternal organization of the Committee was established and 
then work was started on determining the school building 
requirements necessary for an adequate educational sys- 
tem for the children of Kittery. 


PREDICTED ENROLLMENTS: By unanimous vote, the 
charts on pages 14 and 15 of the Report on School Building 
Survey prepared by Griffenhagen and Associates were ap- 
proved for use by your Committee in determining future 
school enrollments. The two charts were brought up to 
date by increasing these figures by 10% and then new 
charts were developed. The percentage figure was deter- 
mined by comparison of actual and predicted enrollments 
for the 1951 and 1952 school years. In developing these 
charts, no consideration was given to possible increase in 
school enrollment due to construction of the Air Base or 
future extensive housing projects. The new charts were 
approved by unanimous vote of the Committee for use in 
determining school housing needs. Preliminary study of 
these charts indicated that the Committee’s work on school 
housing should be divided into two phases; Phase one to 
be Elementary Schools, and Phase Two Secondary Schools. 
As the need for space was more urgent in elementary 
schools, this phase was considered first. 


PHASE I—ELEMENTARY SCHOOL HOUSING 


The following was developed from the study of ele- 
mentary schools by your Committee: 


1. Sufficient classrooms must be provided to accom- 
modate 1499 students by 1955, which is an increase of 
211 over the September 1952 enrollment of 1288. 


2. Classroom student capacity of twenty-five (25), 
except for Junior Primary, is recommended by the 
State Department of Education. 
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3. The large building program required and the oper- 
ational cost per classroom makes it necessary to plan 
elementary classrooms for thirty (30) students and 
Junior Primary rooms for twenty (20) students in each 
of the two (2) daily sessions during the peak enroll- 
ment period. Double sessions in Junior Primary are 
undesirable from the standpoint of the students, par- 
ents, and school administrators, but construction costs 
can be reduced by approximately $75,000.00 if double 
sessions are planned for the peak enrollment period. 


4. Careful study of the above indicated the need for 
fifteen (15) additional elementary classrooms; these, 
together with existing permanent classrooms, will 
make a total of forty-four (44) regular elementary 
and five (5) Junior Primary classrooms which will ac- 
commodate the predicted enrollment. 


5. The Central Council of the P. T. A. has developed 
a school population map which has been invaluable to 
your Committee in determining proper locations for 
school construction herein recommended. 


6. Notification was received from the Federal Gov- 
ernment on July 16, 1952, that a grant of $157,575.00 
was available for school construction in the Town of 
Kittery, and town action allocated these funds for ele- 
mentary school construction. The funds set aside in 
this grant were based on the application submitted by 
the Town of Kittery in October 1951. The funds ob- 
tained from this grant could only be applied to six (6) 
standard classrooms and supporting space. The Fed- 
eral Government determined this figure from the num- 
ber of unhoused children (163) as of June 1951. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: Your Committee determined that 
in order to minimize confusion between the Town, the State 
Department of Education, and the Federal Government, 
the action initiated by the October 1951 application on ele- 
mentary schools should be continued and recommended 
the following: 


1. Construct an addition to Frisbee School; con- 
struction costs to be defrayed by the grant set aside by 
the Federal Government. This addition to consist of 
six (6) standard classrooms (25’ x 36’), one (1) multi- 
purpose room (35’ x 60’), and administrative area nec- 
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essary to support these rooms. This addition to be 
attached to the southeast side of the present Frisbee 
Auditorium. The building structure and design to be 
one story and to conform as nearly as possible with 
the architecture of the existing building. 


2. Construct a seven (7)classroom school building to 
be located on property to be acquired from the Roger’s 
estate. A lot of land, approximately twelve (12) acres, 
bordering 30 feet on Manson Avenue and centrally lo- 
cated according to the school population map, is avail- 
able. This building to have seven (7) classrooms 
(25’ x 35’), one multipurpose room (approximately 
30’ x 60’), and administrative area including office, 
teacher’s room, cafeteria, health room, and other sup- 
porting areas deemed necessary. It was recommended 
that the Superintending School Committee make prov- 
isions in the Town Warrant of the 1953 annual Town 
Meeting for funds necessary for procurement of pre- 
liminary surveys and sketches required for an applic- 
ation for Federal aid, to be submitted when Congress- 
ional legislation and school enrollments make such an 
application possible. 


In case Federal funds are not available by Jan- 
uary 1, 1954, it was further recommended that an ar- 
ticle be prepared for the 1954 Annual Town meeting, 
to provide funds and appoint a building committee or 
authorize the Superintending School Committee to 
proceed with this construction. 


PHASE II—SECONDARY SCHOOL HOUSING 


Study of the secondary school situation by your Com- 


mittee developed the following: 


1. Sufficient housing must be provided to accommod- 
ate a peak enrollment of 577 secondary school students 
by 1964; there will be over 300 in 1953 and the num- 
ber will increase rapidly each year. 


2. The present facilities of Traip Academy, which 
are adequate to accommodate 199 students are being 
utilized by over 290 students. The figure of 199 stud- 
ents was established by a recent Federal survey. 


3. The Trustees of Traip Academy have indicated 
their willingness to sell to the Town of Kittery the land 
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necessary for construction of additional secondary edu- 
cation facilities. In addition, they have indicated their 
willingness to discuss the leasing of the remaining 
Traip Academy land and buildings thereon to the 
Town of Kittery. 


4. Inspections of Traip Academy land and buildings 
indicated that the buildings with minor alterations 
could be used to advantage, if combined with additional 
construction. It was determined that the three and 
one-half (3%) acre lot was sufficient but not ideal for 
the required secondary school housing. The lot nec- 
essary for 600 secondary students, as recommended by 
the State Department of Education, should be approx- 
imately sixteen (16) acres. Expansion of the present 
Traip Academy lot would not result in an improve- 
ment commensurate with the cost. 


5. The school population map indicated several un- 
developed areas nearer the center of the school pop- 
ulation and nearer to Memorial Field. 


6. It was noted that construction of one (1) building 
combining space and facilities planned for the pro- 
posed addition to Traip Academy, plus space planned 
for the seven (7) room elementary school would pro- 
vide all essential housing for the peak load of 577 © 
secondary pupils, except auditorium and home econ- 
omics space. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: After careful study and consider- 
ation of all the facts available, your Committee submitted 
two alternate plans as follows: 


PLAN A 
1. That the Selectmen of the Town of Kittery enter 
into negotiations with the Trustees of Traip Academy, 
relative to the procurement of land sufficient to allow 
the Town, with or without aid from the Federal Gov- 
ernment, to build additional facilities adjacent to the 
present Swett Memorial Auditorium. Any agreement 
reached should include a right of way from Williams 
Avenue to the land in the agreement, and also should 
include sufficient land for any future ‘construction 
which may become necessary. 


2. That the Selectmen of the Town of Kittery neg- 
otiate with the Trustees of Traip Academy for a lease 
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of remaining Traip Academy land and buildings there- 
on. 


3. That the Selectmen of the Town of Kittery report 
on the terms of the negotiations for procurement of 
land and the lease mentioned in 1 and 2 above, ata 
special Town Meeting called on or before June 1, 1953. 
4. Providing the above is successful and is acceptable 
to the majority of the voters of the Town of Kittery, 
it is reeommended that a building be constructed south- 
east of the present Swett Memorial Auditorium, of two 
story construction to conform in general with the ap- 
pearance of the existing structure. This addition to 
consist of thirteen (13) home room classrooms, one 
(1) chemistry laboratory, one (1) Physics laboratory, 
two (2) shop areas, office space, two (2) teachers’ 
rooms, one (1) music room, and other supporting ac- 
tivity space. In general, this addition should be con- 
structed as a complete secondary education building, 
with the exception of home economics, cafeteria, and 
gymnasium areas. The home economics and gymnas- 
ium areas, now located in the Swett Memorial Building, 
will be adequate when the present shop areas are avail- 
able for expansion. Cafeteria facilities can be made 
available in the basement of the present Traip Acad- 
emy Building. 


5. If the above recommendations are accepted by the 
voters of the. Town, it is further recommended that at 
the special Town Meeting funds and authority be voted 
to allow the revisions necessary in the plans on file. 
These plans were approved at a special Town Meeting 
held on October 18, 1951, which authorized application 
for Federal aid for an addition’to Traip Academy. 


PLAN B 


1. That a new high school plant be planned and con- 
structed on a selected twelve (12) to sixteen (16) acre 


lot of land. This plant to consist of twenty (20) home’ 


room classrooms, one (1) business machine room, one 
(1) typing room, one (1) chemistry laboratory, one 


(1) Physics laboratory, one (1) home economics room, | 


two (2) shop areas, one (1) music room, one (1) art 
room, one (1) multipurpose room, cafeteria, library, 
health room, two (2) teachers’ rooms, office space and 
other supporting activity space. The multipurpose 


; 
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room would be used temporarily for gymnasium and 
assemblies. Plans for this building should provide for 
future expansion such as additional classrooms, audit- 
orium and gymnasium, and possibly an athletic field. 
2. It was recommended that a School Planning Com- 
mittee be appointed and authorized to make a detailed 
study of suitable locations for a new High School plant. 
Consideration should be given-to the center of school 
population which appears to be at the intersection of 
Rogers and Shapleigh Roads. 


3. It was recommended that the Superintending 
School Committee make provisions in the Warrant for 
the 1953 Annual Town Meeting, to appoint a School 
Plenring Committee and provide funds necessary for 
this Committee to procure preliminary surveys and 
sketches for a new high school plant. These sketches 
should be suitable for an application for Federal aid, 
to be submitted when Congressional legislation and 
school enrollments make such an application possible. 
The sketches and results of the surveys to be presented 
to the Town at a special Town Meeting called on or 
before June 1, 1953. 


COMBINED RECOMMENDATIONS: PLANS A OR B 


1. In case Federal funds are not available by January © 
1, 1954, it was further recommended that an article be 
prepared for the 1954 Annual Town Meeting, to pro- 
vide funds and initiate other action necessary for sec- 
ondary school housing, under Plan A or Plan B, not 
later than September 1, 1955. 


2. If the voters of the Town elect to follow Plan B, 
and the buildings of Traip Academy are available for 
Junior High (Grades 7 and 8), it would be possible to 

eliminate the construction of the seven (7) classroom 
school building recommended in paragraph 2 of Phase 
I of this report. 


COST FACTORS 


Actual cost and tax rate figures can only be prepared 
when you, as voters, decide when and what school buildings 
are to be constructed and an architect is retained to pre- 
pare construction costs, and your Budget and Finance Com- 
mittee figures the tax rate increase.

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Kittery: 


When it comes to the matter of providing adequate 
housing for our rapidly growing school population, we are 
very much in the position of Alice in Wonderland, who on 
one memorable occasion had to run as fast as she could 
merely to keep just where she was. We may study, and 
plan and build, yet as soon as seats are added they are 
filled and the problem of overflow is still on our threshold. 


The Frisbee School addition, soon to be under way, will 
provide six additional classrooms as soon as it is completed 
and two additional classrooms later, yet the day it is avail- 
able for use four, possibly five, of its rooms will have to 
be put to immediate use. By the fall of 1954 the addition 
will be completely filled and we will still have to continue 
using our six improvised classrooms. 


The situation at Traip Academy also is becoming in- 
creasingly critical. An expected gain of forty or more in 
its 1953 fall enrollment will bring even its improvised 
rooms to the point of overflowing—and this time with no 
other space left with which to improvise. 


The school problem is not a thing apart. It merely 
reflects what is happening to the community as a whole. 
There has been a steady growth since early in World War 
II and this growth is continuing, now apparently at an 
accelerated rate. During 1952 nearly sixty new home units 
were constructed and it is more than likely an equal number 
will be built in 1953—quite apart from any specific hous- 
ing developments. Already one of these developments is 
beyond the blue print stage and 170 housing units are in 
prospect for this year. 


If we add only the 1953 figures of 60 and 170 we arrive 
at a total of 230 units. This number of units is likely to 
house about 320 children, one half of whom will be of 
school age. Result: 160 pupils who have not even been 
considered in our already overcrowded situation. Nor 
have we yet considered the children who are coming to us 
through a steadily increasing trailer population. 

And there is a fundamental factor running all through 
this situation which we must not forget: the birth rate is 
running forty to fifty per cent higher than the ‘‘normal’’ 
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prewar rate. Even if a community basically is not growing 
at all its child population is rapidly becoming half again as 
large as it was formerly. A static town, far removed from 
the impact of a naval base or bomber airport, must today 
provide school seats for 140 or more pupils where formerly 
100 were sufficient. 

The local school enrollment situation can perhaps best 
be summarized in tabular form:

It should be noted that the above tabular material, as far 
as it concerns estimates for the fall of 1953, is based on 
present conditions and does not take into account the pro- 
posed housing development, or any population impact which 
may come from the building of the Portsmouth-Newington 
airport. 

Parents realize all too well the financial problems in- 
volved in doubling the number of children in the family 
and then having again to double all family expenses be- 
cause of inflation. Anyone who has experienced this 
double doubling process since 1940 can appreciate the fin- 
ancial problems facing the School Department. Schools 
here, as elsewhere, cost more, and for obvious reasons. Yet

so far Kittery has been very fortunate in receiving sub- 
stantial and increasing amounts of State and Federal aid. 
The total State aid received for 1952 was $93,136.29 while 
Federal aid amounted to $59,362.08. In terms of the school 
budget this means that of each dollar spent 40 cents came 
from local sources, 37 cents from the State and 23 cents 
from Federal contributions. 


The State aid received by Kittery was the fifth largest 
granted any town or city in the State, and the Federal con- 
tribution was near the top of the list. Furthermore, Federal 
aid is restricted to a very limited number of communities. 
The Federal grant of $157,575 for the Frisbee School add- 
ition will pay the entire expense of that project. 


Every item entering into school expenditures has suf- 
fered from the “double-doubling” process of growth and 
inflation, but the item in which this appears most conspicu- 
ously is, naturally, the largest one, that of teachers’ salaries, 
Teachers’ salaries have materially improved, yet they have 
been far outdistanced in the other professions and the 
larger industries. The teacher’s ‘real’? wages have gained 
only slightly and the profession still stands at about the 
middle of the national wage scale. 


The local salary average now stands at $2803, a figure 
$1330 below the average prevailing in our chief local 
industry. 


Despite recent substantial gains in Maine salaries, the 
teacher scarcity continues and the competition from with- 
out the state continues severe. Four teachers recently 
leaving the Kittery-York Union were attracted by increases 
ranging from $600 to $1600 over and above the salaries 
they were receiving here. We cannot expect to meet this 
type of competition head-on, but such storm signals do give 
us warning that we must do our best to maintain the highest 
possible salary standards. We need to give careful thought, 
also, to making the teacher’s status more attractive through 
increased security and improved working conditions. 


Fortunately we who are directly and actively con- 
cerned with the schools do not have to work alone in meet- 
ing todey’s heavy problems. We wish to express apprecia- 
tion of the painstaking work of the Planning Committee in 
formulating a program to meet our future school needs and 
of the initial steps of the Building Committee to expedite 
the Frisbee School addition project. The Parent-Teachers 
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Associations have been outstanding in their assistance, and 
numerous other groups and many individuals have shown 
a most helpful interest in the progress of the schools. We 
are, indeed, grateful to all, and with continued interest 
and cooperation we should be able to meet our problems 
as they come, no matter how difficult they may be.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
OF ROBERT W. TRAIP ACADEMY 


The Joint Board of Traip Academy 
Kittery 
Maine 


Gentlemen: 


During the past year the faculty and students of the 
academy have continued to endeavor to attain the aims of 
a well-rounded secondary school education. To a perhaps 
surprising degree they have succeeded in their efforts de- 
spite increasing difficulties. Those not directly concerned 
can easily believe that all is well, since each pupil has a 
place during each period and good order is maintained. 
The damage that is being done is well-concealed beneath a 
deceptively calm surface. Adults opposed to contribution 
of tax-money for the construction of added facilities may 
therefore feel that such facilities were not, and are not, 
needed after all. 


The fact is, however, that in the two courses which 
meet the needs of most pupils in Kittery, cramped quarters 
restrict tremendously the opportunities that can be offered 
to them in the subjects they especially want and require. 
During the last several years the number of shop periods 
allowed to the various classes has been gradually reduced 
until now no pupil is able to be in the shop more than half 
as many periods as the pupils of a few years ago. Instead, 
pupils who are particularly able and eager to develop their 
manual skills must spend extra periods in study hall, though 
study halls are of value chiefly to those interested in 
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academic subjects, in which books, not tools and machines, 
are the chief means of instruction. Yet Kittery’s economic 
base is the naval shipyard, where machine skill is always 
in demand; and all but a few Kittery boys need and want 
an education in this field of learning. 


Again, most of the girls are, quite naturally, primarily 
interested in acquiring skill in typing and office machine 
operation. Unfortunately, it is becoming impossible to 
offer each girl the number of periods of practice needed 
each week to develop skills to the proper level. Already, 
many have access to a machine only four periods a week 
instead of eight; without doubt, next fall few if any will 
be able to have eight periods of typing or office machine 
practice per week. As a result, graduates will no longer 
be properly prepared to fill the rapidly growing demand 
for skilled office workers. 

If we were to use a larger room for typing and buy the 
extra machines needed, we should have to surrender home 
room and study hall space needed for our present large en- 
rollment, and be even less able to accommodate the much 
larger enrollment due to arrive in September. 


Except therefore for a few improvements in the build- 
ings, such as the eradication of the antiquated boys’ toilet 
and its replacement with modern sanitation, and the erec- 
tion of a new flagpole—the gift of the Class of 1952—, and 
the provision for a complete physical education program, 
this report cannot ‘“‘point with pride” to the situation at 
Traip Academy. Certainly, if not clearly, we have passed 
the point of highest effectiveness, and have begun to go 
backward instead of forward. In recent years, we have 
abandoned the hot lunch program, converting the kitchen 
into a classroom; we have given up the distributive educa- 
tion program, which trained many for business careers, and 
have converted the store into another classroom; we have > 
cut the shop program in halves, and are on our way to doing 
the same thing to our commercial course; we have, against 
our convictions, based on thirty years’ experience, allowed 
pupils quite unprepared for the task to ‘“‘try the college 
preparatory course’’, only to have them waste their own 
time for several months while preventing the well-prepared 
from being instructed effectively, and then changing to 
another course and disrupting that as well. Nearly every 
step lately has been in the direction of a poorer education 
for the youth of Kittery. Each step has been forced on the 

school. 
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When families multiply, more houses are built. By 
what magic are schools to accommodate these extra families 
without additional rooms? 


Education, not mere birth, is due our children!

Said 
Board shall have authority to administer said fund in 
accordance with the terms of the will or other docu- 
ment creating such trust. 


This article approved. 
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FIFTY-THIRD: We, the undersigned people re- 
quest the Selectmen of the Town of Kittery to con- 
sider the resurfacing of Lewis Avenue and Hillcrest 
Avenue and to raise a sum of money for the same. 
The foregoing upon petition of Donald E. Gordon and 
thirteen others. 

It is recommended that Lewis Avenue be resur- 

faced and that the money be taken from, the Pub- 

lic Works Appropriation. 


FIFTY-FOURTH: We, the undersigned citizens 
of Kittery, request that the town vote to construct a 
sidewalk on the east side of Shapleigh Road and on 
the east side of the Rogers Road, from the junction of 
Manson Avenue to Goodsoe Road and to raise a sum 
of money for the same. The foregoing upon petition 
of Eldridge B. Wood and sixteen others. 


Disapproval of this article is recommended. 


FIFTY-FIFTH: To see if the town will vote to 
accept the deed of the property as eat Gh to the 
town by Abbie Call. 

Approval recommended. 


FIFTY-SIXTH: To see what disposition the 
town will vote to make of. the Abbie Call Property 
deeded to the town for her care. 


It is recommended that this property be sold at 
public auction. 


FIFTY-SEVENTH: To see if the town will vote 
to authorize the Selectmen to negotiate with the 
Trustees of the Robert W. Traip Academy for the 
procurement of a lot of land, sufficient in size to allow 
the town, with or without Federal Aid, to build sec- 
ondary educational facilities adjacent to the south 
end of the present Swett Memorial Auditorium. A 
proposed agreement resulting from these negotiations 
to be prepared and presented to the town at a special 
town meeting called on or before June 1, 1953. 


It is recommended that the Selectmen be author- 
ized to negotiate with the Trustees of Robert W.

SIXTY-FIRST: To see if the town will vote to 
sell by Public Auction the old Legion Hall on Old 
Post Road near the Memorial Athletic Field. 

Approval recommended. 


SIXTY-SECOND: To pass any other vote or 
votes that may legally come before said meeting. 
The Selectmen give notice that they will be in 
session for the purpose of correcting the list of voters 
at the Town Office, on February 19th and 20th from 
7to8 P.M. The polls will be open from 8:00 A. M. to 
12:30 P. M. The meeting for consideration of the 
articles will be called at 7:00 P. M. in accordance with 
the third article.

THE SELECTMEN 


TO THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF KITTERY: 


We wish to present a brief report of the activities of 
the various departments for the year 1953. 


PUBLIC WORKS 


We feel that Mr. Emery and his crew are making pro- 
gress with the reconditioning of the highways in the town. 
The Lewis Road has been completed during the past year 
and it is expected that the Norton Road, that section next to 
the Haley Road, will be finished this year. 


Application for State Aid Construction on the Bartlett 
Road has already been made and a request for a survey has 
been placed with the Engineering Department of the State 
Highway Commission. 


Too much emphasis cannot be placed on the importance 
of tarring and preserving the surface of our roads. It is 
hoped that a program of tarring may be effected whereby 
our roads could be tarred oftener than at the present time. 


The excellent condition of the dump shows good super- 
vision by the Highway Department as well as the co-opera- 
tion of the public. 


FIRE DEPARTMENTS 


The efficiency of our fire departments continues at a 
high level. The new Pumper for the Kittery Department 
was delivered in March, has tested out satisfactorily and 
met all requirements. 


There is an article in the Warrant for the erection of 
a new station for the Kittery Department. Due to the 
frail condition of the present building, the possible fire 
hazard, and the approximately $90,000.00 worth of fire 
apparatus housed under very crowded conditions, it would 
seem avisable to recommend the erection of this new sta- 
tion. 


The Kittery Point Fire Department is well established 
in its new station and the members must feel very proud 
of their new quarters. 
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THE CENTRAL OFFICE 
POLICE AND FIRE DEPARTMENTS 


This office has carried out a very busy program over 
the past year. 


They have answered 56 bell alarms for the Kittery 
Fire Department, and the following are some of the calls 
for the Police Department:

20 Breaking and entering 8 arrests 
43 Drunkenness 6 arrests 
17 Larceny 7 arrests

Work has been started on the connection of the Kittery | 
Point Alarm to the Central Office after considerable delay. 


WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


There has been a large increase in the cost of this De- 
partment during the past year due to an increase in the 
O. A. A. cases as well as many regular welfare matters. 
We do not look for any decrease for the ensuing year. The 
records show a total of 29 cases for the town while the State 
has financed 9 cases. 


THE ACCESS ROAD 


The opening of the Access Road to the Naval Shipyard 
has relieved the congested traffic conditions on Govern- 
ment and Wallingford Square as well as affording some © 
extra parking for those who wish to do business in Town. 
Due to misunderstanding between the Highway Commission 
and the Boston & Maine Railroad, considerable delay in 
the widening of the overhead bridge resulted. However, 
this project is expected to be completed in the spring and 
the balance of the sections each side of the bridge will be 
surfaced and relieve a very bad condition existing at 
present. ; 
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THE TOWN OFFICE 


There were three Special Town Meetings held during 
the past year; the results of the proceedings of these meet- 
ings are listed below: 


Special Town Meeting — June 1, 1953 
Article 2. It was voted to lay this article on the table. 
Article 3. It was voted to accept this article as read. 


“It was voted to accept the report of the Selectmen 
on the laying out of the proposed road from the end of 
George Street to Rogers Road. That this way from the end 
of George Street to the Rogers Road, being thirty feet in 
width, be accepted by the town when placed in a reason- 
able passable condition, properly drained, to the satisfaction 
of the Selectmen and the Road Commissioner.” 


Article 4. It was voted to accept the article as read. 


“It was voted to accept the report of the Selectmen 
on laying out the extension of Fark Avenue. That this road 
be accepted by the town from the present end of Park 
Avenue to the stone wall in line of property of Joe Dion, 
fifty feet in width, when placed in a reasonable passable 
condition, properly drained, to the satisfaction of the 
Board of Selectmen and the Road Commissioner.” 


Article 5. It was voted to accept the article as read. 


“It was voted to accept the report of the Selectmen 
of the laying out of a way known as Smith Lane. That a 
highway 22 feet in width be accepted from Pepperrell Road 
to a point at the intersection of the driveways leading to 
the Pepperrell Apartments and to the Daniel F. Driscoll 
property, when it has been made into a reasonable passable 
condition and properly drained to the satisfaction of the 
Selectmen and Road Commissioner.” 


Article 6. It was voted it be accepted without re- 
commendation of Selectmen. 


Article 7. It was suggested that in the future the 
Selectmen should be instructed to give more publicity to 
Special Town Meetings so that the people would be in- 
formed of the meetings. 


A report of the School Building and Planning Com- 
mittee was made by Herbert Pridham, the Vice-Chairman 
of the Committee. He read part of the prepared report 
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and stated because of the action taken on the second article 
it did not appear advisable to read the report at this time. 
He also stated that the committee did not have the necess- 
ary time to make a complete report as was requested in the 
vote of the annual Town Meeting. 


Special Town Meeting — October 14, 1953 


Article 2. Motion to lay this article on the table de- 
feated. Voted that further action be withheld on article 
2 until article 3 is considered. 


Article 3. It was voted to lay this article on the table. 


Article 2. It was voted to consider taking up article 2 
after the 7th article. 


Article 4. It was voted to adopt this article as read. 


“It was voted to direct the School Planning Com- 
mittee to cease work on the preparation of preliminary 
plans for a new High School plant previously authorized 
under Article 59 of the warrant of the town meeting of 
Warch.7, 19532’ 


Article 5. It was voted to amend Article 60 of the 
warrant of the Town Meeting of March 7, 1953 to read 
“a new twelve room school building’’ in lieu of “a new 
seven room school building’ and to strike out the words 
“fon or before June 1, 1953.” 


Article 6. Voted be accepted as read. 

“It was voted to authorize the Selectmen of the town 
to secure an option for the town to purchase the lot of land 
belonging to the Rogers Estate bordering on Manson Av- 
enue. The same being that recommended as the location 
for a new school as described in the addendum to Element- 
ary School Housing Report of October 6, 1952, dated 26 
January, 1953, which is printed on page 52 of the Annual 
Report for 1953 of the Town of Kittery and to authorize 
the Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow an amount not to 
exceed $100.00.”’ 


Article 7. It was voted to authorize the Selectmen of 
the town to make application to and accept from the U. S. 
Government or any department or agency thereof such 
financial assistance as may be made available for the con- 
struction of and equipment of schools. 


Article 2. It was voted to accept the agreement as 
follows: : 
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“The Trustees of Robert W. Traip Academy will 
convey for a nominal consideration, not to exceed $10.00, 
by proper deed, a parcel of land lying south of and ad- 
jacent to the Swett Memorial Building, to the Town of 
Kittery. Parcel of land to be of sufficient size for the 
erection of a school building by the Town of Kittery. They 
will also grant to the Town of Kittery an easement in a 
suitable right of way extending from Williams Avenue to 
the parcel to be conveyed. 


The deed will include a condition that the building 
be used for secondary educational purposes. 


The Trustees reserve the right to approve the 
exterior design of the building.” 


Special Town Meeting — November 10, 1953 


Article 2. The following motion was made by Mr. 
Dennett: 


Motion to build an addition to the Swett Memor- 
ial Gymnasium in line with sketches now in possession of 
and approved by the Superintending School Committee. 
Said addition to be situated on a parcel of land to be deeded 
to the Town of Kittery by the Trustees of Robert W. Traip 
Academy in accordance with Article 2 of the Warrant for 
the Special Town Meeting of October 14, 1953. 


After some discussion of this motion it was voted 
to recess for fifteen minutes for the purpose of examining 
the blue prints with plans presented by the Superintending 
School Committee. 


After the recess the meeting was called to order. 


The report of the Kittery School Planning Com- 
mittee (1953) was presented by Raymond W. Littlefield, 
Chairman of the Committee. The report is recorded on 
pages 312-314. 


After some discussion the following amendment 
was made: 


Motion to build a two story addition to the Swett 
Memorial Gymnasium essentially in line with sketches pre- 
pared by Bunker and Savage, Architects, construction to 
be fire proof but other details to be determined by a school 
building committee. Said building to be situated upon a 
parcel of land to be deeded to the Town of Kittery by the 
Trustees of Robert W. Traip Academy in accordance with 
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Article 2 of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of 
October 14, 1953. 


It was voted to build a two story addition to the 
Swett Memorial Gymnasium essentially in line with 
sketches prepared by Bunker and Savage, Architects; con- 
struction to be fire proof but cther details to be determined 
by a school building committee. Said building to be sit- 
uated upon a parcel of land to be deeded to the Town of 
Kittery by the Trustees of Robert W. Traip Academy in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Warrant for the Special 
Town Meeting of October 14, 1953. 


Article 3. It was voted to apply for financial aid 
for public school construction in an area affected by Federal 
activities under Title III and IV, Public Law 815 (81st 
Congress) as amended, and authorize Carroll H. Sterling, 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, as its duly authorized 
representative, to prepare, execute, affix its official seal 
and submit the proper application on Part II, Form RSF-2, 
Application for Project Assistance to the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, Office of Education, afore- 
said application to cover the construction of additional 
secondary-school facilities adjoining the Swett Memorial 
Gymnasium, Traip Academy, on land to be owned by the 
Town of Kittery, in accordance with preliminary sketches 
prepared by Bunker and Savage, at an estimated cost of 
$264,000.00 of which $138,595.00 is to be paid from Federal 
Funds and an estimated $125,405.00 to be provided by the 
town through a loan from the Maine School Building 
Authority or otherwise. 


_ Article 4. It was voted to request the Superintending 
School Committee to make application to the Maine School 
Building Authority for the necessary funds of approximate- 
ly $130,000.00 to supplement the above Federal Grant for 
constructing the proposed building under Article 2. 


The Selectmen wish to express their appreciation to 
Mr. Frisbee and his staff for their assistance and co- 
operation during the past year. 


We also wish to thank the various other departments 
for working along with our office, for a successful con- 
clusion of the year’s work.

January 4, 1954

I hereby submit my report as Health Officer for the 
Town of Kittery for the year 1953. 


This year we were not as fortunate as in previous 
years as far as contagious diseases were concerned. We 
had 221 reported cases. I feel the increase is due to the 
fact that we had as many again cases that were not re- 
ported and children were allowed to return to-school and 
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to public halls when they were not completely free from 
the contagious stages. 


As stated in previous years all contagious diseases 
should be reported to your local health officer. It might. 
be well to note that there is a state fine for not reporting 
such cases. If parents will call and report their cases they 
will be instructed as to the duration of isolation from other 
children for that particular disease.

The public Health Assn., which employs two full time 
Registered Nurses, covers several fields of service for the 
town. 


1. Bedside -nursing service in the home, also teaching 
members of the family to care for the patient in the home. 


2. Part time school nursing. 


3. State work in crippled children’s service, tuber- 
culosis investigation and checking contacts to prevent 
spread of disease, checking cases of venereal diseases and 
contacts to be sure treatment is received. For these cases 
application for state aid where available. 


4. Welfare work for needy families. . 


During 1953 the number of free visits for bedside care 
and treatment have increased by 1/3 over 1952. The rea- 
sons for this are the discontinued service of the Metro- 
politan and John Hancock Insurance Co’s., also that no 
provision is made by the state for nursing service for 


people receiving old age pensions and for mothers receiv- 
ing mothers aid. 


In the schools, besides the routine work, tuberculin 
patch testing on 1156 school children was done. Of. this 
number 14 positive readings were made; follow up on these 
cases with family physicians and clinics showed no active 
cases. 


Preschool clinics were held in March and April. These 
clinics were held in conjunction with the registering of 
children entering school for the first time and were in 
charge of Paul Taylor, M. D. Physical examinations and 
smallpox vaccinations were given free of charge. 

Well Child clinics were held in the nurse’s office at 
Town Hall on the third Wednesday of each month except 
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July, August and September, with an average attendance 
of 28 children. At these clinics children from infancy to 
school age were given physical examinations by Thomas 
Conroy, M. D. free of charge. Triple toxoid immunizations 
for whooping cough, tetanus and diphtheria, also vaccina- 
tions for smallpox were given for a fee of fifty cents to 
cover cost of medication. 


During 1953, a large amount of welfare work has been 
done by the Public Health Nurses. Through co-operation 
of individuals and organizations, particularly the Fix-it 
Club of the Methodist Church, in charge of Mrs. Charles 
Prince, we have been able almost completely to clothe 
thirty children and eleven adults. 


At Thanksgiving can goods were received from The 
North Kittery Sunday School, St. John Sunday School in 
Portsmouth, Cub Scouts, and The Women’s Guild of the 
Methodist Church. These with money donated by four 
Kittery Point women, to buy fresh fruits, vegetables, and 
meats, made up five large baskets for needy families. Also, 
a Beggars Night project put on by the Methodist Church 
Sunday School, at which time food was collected, has made 
it possible for some families in temporary difficulty to get 
by without asking the town for help. 


During the Christmas holidays we acted as clearing 
house for food baskets from the local American Legion, 
Portsmouth Elks, Portsmouth Graduate Nurse’s Club, the 
North Kittery Girl Scouts, and the Wentworth Dennett 
P. T. A. Also, the Marine Project for toys, the Navy Yard 
Christmas Party for underprivileged children, and the 
Santa Claus Fund in charge of the late George Smart. To 
the best of our knowledge no family was without food, 
gifts for the children, and money for the holidays. 


Services of the Nurses are available to anyone residing 
in Kittery or Kittery Point. Treatment is carried out 
under the direction of the family physician. A fee of $1.50 
per visit is charged if the family is financially able to pay. 
Part-pay or free service is given when necessary, but no 
call is refused and the same service is given regardless of 
ability to pay. 

Calls are received at the Nurse’s office Tel. 2650, 8 to 
9 A. M. Monday through Saturday or by calling Cole’s 
Drug Store Tel. 720.

REPORT OF MARY SAFFORD WILDES TRUSTEES 


As this is the first report of the Trustees of the Mary 
Safford Wildes Fund it is believed that a copy of the records 
creating this fund would be of interest to the citizens of 
Kittery. 

The following is a copy of part of the will of the late 
Mary Safford Wildes: ‘‘After the demise of my husband and 
brother, what remains of my property shall be divided as 
follows: One third shall be given to the Rice Public Library 
as a memorial Fund of the Safford family, the income of 
one third for the benefit of my brother’s wife, Mrs. Mary 
W. Safford, of Boston, Mass. and after her demise to be used 
for the benefit of any living relative members of the family 
of my late Uncle John Safford who have formerly lived in 
his home at Kittery Point, Maine and the benefit of which 
shall be left to the discretion of my Trustees and Executors 
according to the needs of said members of my uncle’s 
family. 


This third to finally be used with the remaining third 
to be given to the Town of Kittery, Maine for some worthy 
charitable benefit needed in that town not connected with 
any outside organization and preferably the Town Home 
for the Poor or assistance of natives of the town, my own 
family relatives to be considered first if any are living and 
in need of help.” 
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At the annual Town Meeting held March 7, 1953 the 
following votes were passed: 


Fifty-first: It was voted to accept the gift of the Mary 
Safford Wildes Estate as stipulated in her will. 


Fifty-second: It was voted to create a Board of 
Trustees of Trust Funds to have the care and management 
of the Mary Safford Wildes Estate, or any other similar 
fund. The said Board to consist of five members, the Chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen and the Town Clerk to be 
ex-officio members and the Clerk to be Treasurer of said 
funds, and three additional members to be appointed by 
the Moderator for one, two and three years respectively; 
and hereafter each year one member is to be elected in the 
same manner as the town officers. Said Board shall have 
authority to administer said fund in accordance with the 
terms of the will or other document creating such trust. 


On August 27, 1853 Mr. George D. Varney, Moderator 
at the Annual Town Meeting, appointed the following as 
Trustees of the Mary Safford Wildes Fund or any similar 
fund: Albert E. Crawford for the one year term, Raymond 
E. Morrow for the two year term, and Elmer J. Burnham 
for the three year term. 


A statement of receipts and expenditures to December 
31, 1953 is included in the Auditor’s report.

School Planning Committee (1953)

To the citizens of the Town of Kittery: 


The first meeting of your committee was called on 
April 23, 1953 by Selectman Carroll Sterling. The or- 
ganization of the committee is as follows:

1. Your committee met with members of the previous 
planning committees, the superintendent of schools, the 
school committee, the selectmen, the principal of Traip 
Academy and several architects in connection with obtain- 
ing preliminary sketches and cost estimates for a new high 
school in accordance with the fifty-ninth and sixtieth ar- 
ticles of the warrant for the town meeting of March 7, 1953. 


2. It is estimated that a new high school plant suitable 
for 550 students would cost $770,000 exclusive of land. 
This was reported at the special town meeting October 14, 


1953 and the committee was directed to cease work on 
these plans. : 


3. The committee later recommended additional se- 
condary school housing be constructed at Traip Academy 
in accordance with preliminary sketches prepared by Bunk- 
er and Savage, architects, at an estimated cost of $264,000. 
‘This recommendation was accepted at a special town meet- 
ing on November 10, 1953. Application for Federal Aid 
under Public Law 815 (81st Congress) for $138,595 was 
made by town authorities for constructing the proposed 
building as authorized at that time. The remainder of the 
funds are to be borrowed by the town authorities to the 
best advantage of the town as determined at a later date. 


4. Investigations of the elementary school housing 
problems with the superintendent of schools and school 
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committee indicated that twelve new classrooms will be 
required in 1956. This is based on estimated increase of: 
343 pupils in enrollment and on abandonment of five make- 
shift classrooms. The estimated increase does not take into 
account the impact of the new air base.

It is estimated that if the enrollment of the Shapleigh 
School continues to increase at the present rate of 8 to 10% 
per year, approximately 160 pupils (grades JP through 6th) 
would be enrolled by 1956. 


5. The elementary school building plan selected was 
prepared by Irving W. Hersey Associates. This building 
plan is adaptable to schools of six to twelve rooms at es- 
timated costs equipped, less costs of land, as of November, 
1953 as follows: 


Six room building less activity room $145,200 
Kight room building less activity room $175,440 
Ten room building less activity room $205,680 
Twelve room building less activity room $235,200 
Add to above for activity room, kitchen, and ; 
storage area $49,390 


Copies of this plan are on file at the Town Office. 


6. Recommendations:

a. That funds be appropriated at the annual town 
meeting for the purchase of the Rogers lot,

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Kittery: 


A dramatic presentation of the growth of the country’s 
school population recently appeared in the Nation’s Busi- 
ness. With a large graphic chart as a background, a high 
school girl holds a label indicating her to be one of 2,400,000 
children born sixteen years ago; next is a fifth grade boy of 
eleven who is one of 3,000,000; then a little girl of six, in 
grade one, shows that she is one of 3,800,000; while at the 
end of the line is a mother with a babe ten months old, with 
the babe bravely grasping a large card labeled “4,000,000.” 


The babe and his classmates will require 53,000 more 
classrooms than kis high school sister’s generation did when 
it first started school, to say nothing of the thousands of 
additional rooms needed by the children born between 
the two ages. By way of example, when the six-year-old 
sister arrives at the fifth grade, there will have to be 27,000 
more fifth grades in the country than there are now. Where 
are we to find 27,000 teachers ready to take all these fifth 
grade positions? And all the other new positions? And how 
about the rooms? 


The problem of growth continues at the forefront lo- 
cally. The Frisbee School addition represents distinct pro- 
gress in the matter of housing, but it meets only a part of 
our elementary problem. Even if the 1954 fall enrollment 
is allowed to overflow into the all-purpose room of the 
addition, it will still be necessary to continue overflow 
classes in the Austin School, the Wentworth-Dennett base- 
ment, the Frisbee library, and the Frisbee cafeteria dining- 
room. It will still be necessary, also, for one class to meet 
in a portion of the Frisbee auditorium. 


The recent elementary enrollment increases of better 
than three classrooms-full a year promises to continue for 
some time to come. As recently as 1951 our population ex- 
perts were sure that the high post-war birthrate would 
decline or at least remain on a plateau, and that it would 
be a relatively simple matter to ‘‘catch up” on school build- 
ing construction. Now, with the 1953 birth record exceeding 
all others, the New Year forecasters assure us that we 
“haven’t seen anything yet” compared with the school 
housing problems we shall have by 1960. The school age 
population by then will be thirty per cent above its present 
figure. 
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Oftentimes printed charts and statistics leave us ‘‘cold’’, 
as they say, it being a sort of natural reaction to feel that 
such things concern someone else a long way off. But when 
it comes to juvenile population growth it is a problem we 
have very much with us here and now. Kittery is an all-too 
typical community in this respect. 


We have arrived at a point where now there are only 
15 towns and cities in Maine with a larger school population 
than Kittery. Although the last official Department of 
Education Directory, with data based on April 1953, lists 
the total school enrollment at Kittery as 1534, it has already 
reached 1661 (January 1, 1954) and a conservative estimate 
for September 1954 is 1785. This figure is 853 above the 
1939 pre-war enrollment of 932 and 570 above the 1944 
war peak of 1215. 

Kittery is eligible for construction aid under the recent 
revision of Public Law 815 and the $138,595.00 presumably 
available under that bill will afford some relief. Applied 
te an addition at Traip Academy, together with local funds, 
as proposed at a recent special town meeting, this should 
greatly improve the housing situation at the secondary 
level; but there will still remain with us the left-over 
problem of housing our still unhoused elementary children, 
a group which is bound to increase in number from year 
to year. The 1953 Planning Committee visualized the need 
of a twelve-room elementary building in the near future. 
If we were to empty all our temporary overflow rooms, six 
of these twelve rooms could be filled even as soon as Sept- 
ember 1954. 

School costs will continue to increase as long as schools 
continue to grow and the unit costs of operation and main- 


‘tenance continue to increase. A per capita increase of only 


$1.00 adds $1700.00 to the school budget when you have 
1700 children to educate. If you add 100 elementary child- 
ren a year to your enrollment and it costs $157.11 to edu- 
cate each child as shown in an accompanying table, it is 
clear to see why the budget must expand. Fortunately Kit- 
tery has qualified for liberal allotments of state and federal 
aid for its current school expenses, and as a result only 
about 47 per cent of the cost must come from local sources; 
53 per cent is received in the form of aid. 


* 
The Kittery salary schedule has been further revised, 
partly to adjust to the requirement of the new state salary 


schedule, but more to enable it to meet as effectively as 
possible the situation caused by the prolonged severe short- 
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age of teachers. Maximum salaries have been increased to 
a limited extent, but the beginning salary for teachers with 
a degree has been increased markedly in order to attract 
well qualified young graduates to the system, and to enable 
teachers to arrive at a maximum salary sooner. 


No comparative statistics are yet available, of course, 
on 1954 salaries, but in 1953 Kittery, paying an average 
salary of $2990.56, ranked 23rd among the 75 Maine towns 
and cities with a population of 2500 or over. The median 
salary for the whole group was $2792.19; the highest town 
paid $3677.50, the lowest $2187.50, this last a municipality 
which will have to raise many of its salaries by $300.00 
this year to attain even the newly required state minimum. 
There was one small town in the 1000-2499 population 
group paying salaries somewhat above the Kittery average. 
More than half of Kittery’s salary budget is financed by 
state and federal aid.

We again wish to express our appreciation of the 
achievements of our teaching staff and all school employees 
who have contributed to the success and welfare of our 
schools. Special credit is due the teachers who must work 
in crowded or improvised “overflow” rooms. We speak of 
‘“unhoused” children, but let us not forget that we also 
have ‘‘unhoused”’ teachers. 


We appreciate, too, the cooperation and helpfulness 
of the town officials; of the Planning Committee and the 
Building Committee, both working on the serious problems 
of housing; of the several Parent-Teacher Associations, 
each working for the benefit of its own school and the good 
of all; of the many other interested groups and organiza- 
tions and the many individual citizens who have so often 


given us encouragement and assistance in meeting difficult 
_school problems.

Gentlemen: 


Considerations of both candor and brevity impel me 
to omit this year mention of the details of repairs, schol- 
astic achievement, and athletic successes, in order to call 
attention to more urgent matters. 


Once more—and this time with the note of despairing 
hope of the French general calling for “clouds of American 
warplanes” as the German armies poured across France— 
do I mention ever too briefly that we cannot provide ade- 
quate space, let alone education, for ever-larger entering 
classes unless someone is willing to provide more class- 
rooms, be it the federal, the state, or the local government. 
Families multiply in both number and size, yet schools are 
expected—miraculously, apparently—to accommodate the 
children without the addition of so much as a single brick. 
Next fall, Traip must use even the typing room as a home- 
room, with what effect upon the thousands of dollars’ worth 
of office machines is yet to be discovered. Once more, too, 
we shall have to curtail the educational offerings of the 
school, with what effect upon the future of*the students 
and of the town, one may easily conjecture. 


Another matter—actually another aspect of the same 
too general unwillingness to accept responsibility for the 
proper care of our youth—is the growing destruction of 
school property through defacement of desks and walls 
during school hours, and the breaking of windows and the 
littering of the grounds after dark. Apparently, the feel- 
ing has been spread about that school property belongs to 
‘the government’, as if that were a thing apart from the 
people, and that destruction of it is not connected with any 
personal loss. In the absence of adequate police protection 
after school hours, it may become advisable to employ a 
full-time night watchman to prevent illegal activities on 
the school grounds. Parental realization that defacement 
of school property is expensive in repair bills, through 
taxes if not by direct assessment for damages, may help 
until such time as less crowded conditions make detection 
of the culprits more certain. 
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Repairs that are necessary for maintenance under nor- 
mal conditions are expensive enough; repairs required 
because of vandalism are a challenge to the community. 
The cost of the latter could pay the interest on a sizable 
loan to finance the building of sorely needed classrooms. 


Finally, I regret to report that too many parents this 
year are condoning absence from school, sometimes with 
the openly expressed opinion that while afternoon jobs are 
too important to be interfered with, it is quite all right for 
their boys and girls to attend entertainments, visit relatives, 
or have routine dental work done during school hours. The 
example set before youth is hardly likely to develop re- 
sponsible citizens. 


In a word, it is time we stopped neglecting our young 
people. It is time we accepted our responsibility both to 
provide adequate facilities, and to guide the young to 
respectable maturity. Or shall we be false prophets and 
irresponsible shepherds?

Federal aid is included as a part of the cash income, and 
is based on an allowance of .0575 for each Type A meal and 
.0125 for each Type C serving of milk. : 
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In addition to financial assistance the Federal lunch 
program has provided us with considerable quantities of 
surplus foods. Among the items received during the year 
have been butter, cheese, egg powder, peanut butter, beef 
with gravy, hamburg, pea beans, tomato poate and grape 
fruit sections. 

Each lunch program has a manager working under the 
direction of a Parent-Teacher Association cafeteria com- 
mittee. The general program is under the sponsorship of 
the Superintending School Committee, which acts upon 
matters of policy and arranges for the Federal aid. New 
equipment may come from proceeds, Parent-Teacher Assoc- 
iation assistance, or through allowances from the School 
Department. 

During December a daily average of 484 children par- 
ticipated in the hot lunch programs. This number will 
steadily increase as our elementary enrollment grows. The 
Federal aid per capita allowance has gradually decreased, 
but it is still possible to keep the charge per meal at a 
reasonable level. .

TO THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF KITTERY: 


We wish to present a brief report of the activities of 
the various departments for the year 1954. 


PUBLIC WORKS 


Despite the fact that three hurricanes swept through 
out town during the past year entailing many days of extra 
work due to blown down trees and washouts, Mr. Emery 
and his crew have maintained steady progress with our 
highways. Each year more mileage is added to our high- 
way system and there are in our office at present applica- 
tions for the laying out of four new additional sections of 
town ways. 


The causeway at Crocketts Neck has been on Mr. Em- 
ery’s agenda for some time and he hopes to make improve- 
ments there during the coming year. 


The matter of State Aid Road Construction has been a 
question in doubt during the past year but with the con- 
vening of the State Legislature it is hoped that some de- 
finite law may be enacted to settle the matter between the 
Towns and Highway Commission so that Mr. Emery may 
continue with State Aid Work. 


Our town dump is kept in fine condition accessible at 
all times for all citizens of the town. 


FIRE DEPARTMENTS 


The fire equipment of the Kittery Fire Department 
Was moved to its new quarters on the 27th of January and 
although there are some details to be taken care of, the 
building is practically completed and we now have both 
Departments housed in fireproof buildings with excellent 
facilities. Both buildings are well located and have good 
access to all directions, a distinct improvement over the old 
locations.

Water District, The Highway Department and all others 
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for their assistance in many ways during the construction 
of the Kittery Fire Station. 


THE FIRE AND POLICE DEPARTMENT

Types of service covered by this association are:— 

1. Bedside nursing care in the home, including any 
type ordered by the physician. 

2. Teaching members of the family to care for patient 
between nurse’s visits. 

3. State work, including crippled children’s service, 
checking of contacts of tuberculosis patients to prevent 
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spread of disease, investigation of cases of venereal disease 
and contacts to be sure treatment is received. Assistance 
in obtaining state aid where available. 


4. Welfare work. 


Because of increased enrollment in the schools and 
the decision of the school board to have the school nurse 
inspect children returning to school after illness, it was 
necessary to have a part-time school nurse. Services of 
Mrs. Ruth Vocca, R. N. were obtained starting in September. 


During February children from fourth through eighth 
grade were tested for hearing with an audiometer machine. 
A total of 732 were tested with 68 retests taken. Tuber- 
culin patch testing was done on 168 subprimary children 
and 65 Traip Academy seniors. Of this number four posi- 
tive readings were made, these were followed by family 
physicians and clinics. 


Preschool clinics were held in March and April. These 
clinics, held in conjunction with the registration of children 
entering school in the fall by school officials, were under 
the direction of Paul Taylor, M. D. Physical examinations 
and smallpox vaccinations were given free of charge. 


Well child clinics were held in the nurse’s office at 
Town Hall on the third Wednesday of each month except 
July, August and September, with an average attendance 
of 25 children. At these clinics children from infancy to 
school age were given physical examinations, free of charge, 
by Thomas Conroy, M. D. Triple toxoid immunizations for 
whooping cough, diphtheria and tetanus, also vaccinations 
for smallpox were given for a fee of fifty cents to cover. 
cost of medication. 


In June three needy children were taken to an eye 
specialist for examination and one child was fitted to glasses.. 
This was under the sponsorship of the Kittery Lions Club. 
Needed articles and money was collected from local citizens. 
and organizations to help send a handicapped child to a 
special summer camp. 


A great deal of welfare work has been done this past 
year. Good used clothing has been collected from in- 
dividuals and The Fix-it Club of the Methodist Church. 


These were sorted and distributed to needy families. Re- 
quests for aid have been investigated and reports given 
Selectmen also clothes purchased for needy children at. 
request of Selectmen. 
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At Thanksgiving and Christmas we acted as clearing 
office for baskets of food donated by the Wentworth Den- 
nett P. T. A., North Kittery Sunday School, The Legion 
Auxiliary, Several Girl Scout Troops, Methodist Church, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, The Portsmouth Lodge of Elks, 
and the Graduate Nurses Club. ; 


During Christmas holidays a large number of beau- 
tifully wrapped gifts of clothing and toys were received 
from the Mitchell P. T. A., several Boy and Girl Scout 
troops, The Eastern Star and the York Rainbow Girls. 
These were sorted and distributed by the nurses the day 
before Christmas to 38 underprivileged children. 


Due to the wonderful spirit of the people of Kittery in 
giving to those less fortunate than themselves much has 
been done to help many chiidren to have a more happy and 
healthy childhood. 


Services of the Nurses are available to anyone residing 
in Kittery and Kittery Point. Treatment is carried out 
under the direction of the family physician. A fee of $1.50 
per visit is charged if the family is financially able to pay. 
Part pay or free service is given when necessary, but no 
call is refused and the same service is given regardless of 
ability to pay. 


Calls are received at the Nurses office Tel. 2650, 8 to 
9 a.m. each weekday, or by calling Cole’s Drug Store 
Tel. 720.

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REPORT OF 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
SOURCES OF SCHOOL SUPPORT 


‘To the Citizens of Kittery: 

There are many topics which could be presented here, 
but this year we propose to discuss only one — the sources 
of the financial support of the Kittery schools. It is the 
general impression that the burden of a rapidly growing 
school system is almost wholly on local shoulders. It is 
little realized how much of the support comes from ex- 
ternal sources. 

It will be shown in the paragraphs following and in a 
detailed summary at the end that more than half of the 
current operational expenses are paid from State and Fed- 
eral funds and that more than nine-tenths of school building 
construction has been financed from Federal sources. 


School expenditures have inevitably increased, with 
enrollment increasing from two to four classrooms a year, 
but it has been School Department policy to keep the 
several sources of income in balance as far as possible, so 
that funds from local sources will not be increased out of 
proportion to the increase in the State and Federal funds. 
In line with this policy it may be noted that the five-year 
increase in local funds has been 54.4 per cent and in State 
and Federal funds 54.0 per cent. 

It is the aim of both State and Federal agencies to 
equalize school burdens and to help communities to main- 
tain desirable standards. The School Department believes 
that the aid received by Kittery makes the maintenance of 
desirable standards possible without an undue local burden, 
and with this belief in mind the 1955 budget has been pre- 
sented. The budget recommendations in regard to salaries, 
materials and repairs are believed to be thoroughly con- 
sistent with the resources available. 


*& & & 


The impact of rapid growth and inflation in combina- 
tion has made the problem of school support a difficult one 
in towns and cities everywhere. The town of Kittery has 
its problem, too, but an analysis of the sources of school 
support indicates that Kittery has been very fortunate in 
having liberal outside assistance in meeting the situation. 
Kittery is near the top of the list in its allotments from both 
State and Federal agencies. 
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The lot of John Q. Taxpayer is never an easy one and 
rarely does he find a bargain. Yet in Kittery, during this 
last five-year period of Federal current aid, he has had to 
pay only 40 cents for each dollar’s worth of education af- 
forded his children. During this five-year period local 
taxes have paid for school operational expenses to the ex- 
tent of $546,811, while outside assistance, State and Federal, 
has contributed $805,548; of this latter amount $447,973 was 
in the form of State aid and $327,574 was Federal aid. 


The town has been even more fortunate in regard to 
building assistance. Federal aid amounting to $616,500 has 
been granted the town as cash, as in the case of the Frisbee 
addition ($157,000) and the projected addition at Traip 
Academy ($247,000); or in the form of an indirect grant, 
as in the case of the original Frisbee School, built at a cost 
of $250,000 and sold to the town for $37,500. The total 
local contribution for the three buildings: $52,500. In terms 
of percentage the Federal share <tands at 92 per cent; the 
local share at 8 per cent. Eight cents is not an excessive 
amount to pay for each dollar’s worth of building construc- 
tion. 


When it comes to summarizing, the five-year totals may 
look large, yet the picture still indicates a most fortunate 
situation. State and Federal assistance, both for current 
operational expense and for building construction, totals 
$1,472,048, while the local contribution for both purposes 
came to only $598,681. Reduced to each single dollar of 
expense, we find that the total operational-construction 
program of the five-year period cost the State and Federal 
agencies 71 cents (23 and 48 respectively) and the local 
John Q. Taxpayer 29 cents. 

By way of a final word in this matter, a comparison 
with the average Maine community is perhaps in order. 
While Kittery itself is paying only 40 cents for each dollar 
of its operational expense, the average community is paying 
better than 74 cents. Most towns and cities must pay $1.00 
for a dollar’s worth of construction; Kittery is paying 8 
cents. 


When we speak of assistance we should not overlook 
the school lunch program. During the same five-year period 
(1951-1955) which has been under discussion Federal cash 
contributions to the program have totaled nearly $30,000, 
while surplus food valued at about $20,000 will have been 
received ky the end of 1955. If the school lunch aid is 
added to the operational and construction aids, we come to 
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a total of more than $1,000,000 which the Federal govern- 
ment has allotted to Kittery for the maintenance and ex- 
sansion of its school program during a five-year period.

Type A: Standard hot lunch. Type C: Milk only. 
Federal aid is included as a part of the cash income, and is 
based on an allowance of .05 for each Type A meal and .01 
for each Type C serving of milk. 
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In addition to direct financial assistance, the Federal 
lunch program has provided about $4,000.00 worth of sur- 
plus food during the year. 

The local programs continue under the general sponsor- 
ship of the Superintending School Committee, with a man- 
ager and assistants directly responsible to a Parent-Teacher 
Association cafeteria committee. 

The program is more than justified, with a total of 
more than 546 children receiving daily hot lunches this 
winter. The charge per meal is still low despite decreases 
in the Federal per capita allowance.

THE FRISBEE SCHOOL EXTENSION 


The Frisbee School Extension, built entirely with Fed- 
eral funds at a cost of $156,834.07, was put to partial use 
March 26, 1954, and the first six rooms were all in use dur- 
ing the spring term. The area originally constructed as an 
all-purpose room was converted into two classrooms during 
the summer and since September all eight classrooms have 
been filled to capacity. 


The Extension was accepted by the Building Commit- 
tee on April 12 and a formal dedication was held on the 
evening of April 22, with Commissioner of Education Her- 
bert G. Espy as the principal speaker. The Chairman of 
the Building Committee, Frank R. Kauffman, presented the 
keys of the building to the Chairman of the Superintending 
School Committee, Edwin R. Goodnough. 

Other members serving on the Building Committee 
besides Mr. Kauffman were Mr. Edwin R. Goodnough, Mr. 
Albert E. Crawford, Mr. Harry M. Phillips and Mr. Leland 
L. Riley, Sr. Mr. Carroll H. Sterling, predecessor to Mr. 
Riley as Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, also served 
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for a long period on the Committee. Lorey C. Day, Super- 
antendent of Schools, acted as Secretary ex officio. 

Mr. William O. Armitage, of South Portland, was 
‘architect and Mr. Stanley C. Leonard, of Old Orchard 
Beach, was general contractor. Mr. Neil Ackland, of the 
“Office of Education, and Mr. Dexter Hill, of the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency, were especially helpful in the

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
OF ROBERT W. TRAIP ACADEMY 


February 2, 1955 


"The Joint Committee for Traip Academy 


‘Kittery, Maine 
Gentlemen: 


As may be readily understood, a report of the year’s 
.activities of over three hundred students and a staff of 
twenty-three teachers, assistants, and custodians, as well 
as the maintenance and improvement of a school plant 
valued at nearly half a million dollars, all requiring judi- 
-cious expenditure of a budget involving more than a hun- 
-dred thousand dollars, could well fill a fair-sized volume. 


Fortunately, much that has been accomplished is al- 
ready generally well-known to the community, and needs 
no lengthy retelling. The major work of the school—the 
balanced education of Kittery’s youngsters of high school 
age—has continued without fanfare, but with excellent 


: results. Its success is well-attested by the consistently high 


level of attendance, the low drop-out rate, and especially by 
the ability of Traip’s graduates to do well in more advanced 
schools, in business and industry, in the armed services, or 
in the home. 


It is particularly gratifying to observe the ever-increas- 
ing use of the Traip library. In recent years, partly through 
contributions of interested citizens and partly through in- 
creased budgetary allowances, the library has been built 
up from a few hundred volumes—many of small interest 
to high school students—to one that interests so many that 
its limited space is well-filled throughout every school day 
by students securing or returning books or consulting var- 
dous authorities. Once the long-desired addition is com- 
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pleted, the over-crowding can be eliminated, as Rooms 9 
and 10 will be added to the library suite, to provide a com- 
bined library and study room, as well as catalog and stack 
room space. The new budget, which the citizens of the 
town will soon be asked to approve, provides for the proper 
additional equipment for this greatly-needed library. An 
adequate library is the very heart of a modern cecondary 
school, especially for those subjects taught chiefly through 
the medium of language. 


With the growth of a school even under ordinary con- 
ditions, there is naturally to be expected an increase in the 
requirements for facilities to care for the records of under- 
graduates and graduates. Every year more records are: 
gathered for the new students. In Kittery, the enrollment 
at Traip will soon be double what it was a few years ago, 
and shortly thereafter it will be three times as great. More- 
over, whereas a small white card 3” by 5” once “sufficed’”’ 
to hold all of a pupil’s four year record, today colleges and 
employers want much more information about personality, 
conduct, and extra-curricular activities as well as about 
scholarship. This means keeping permanent records of 
reports from many teachers each year, and of many types 
of examinstions. These are absolutely necessary, as re- 
cords—not off-hand opinions of a principal—are expected 
by today’s admissions officers and personnel managers. 
Provision is made in the new budget for more adequate: 
filing equipment for these reasons, and to eliminate the 
present need for keeping important records in various un- 
protected places, in cardboard boxes or wooden files. Safety 
of these records is essential to the welfare, throughout their 
lives, of those who will have attended Traip Academy. 


The phenomenal growth of the school’s commercial 
department has, of course, increased the need for more e- 
quipment and also for more frequent replacement of ma- 
chines. When considering costs here, it should be remem- 
bered that Traip graduates of the commercial course are 
ready for lucrative positions without having to spend one 
or two years at expensive schools elsewhere. The new 
budget provides for the larger classes now at Traip, which 
will be moving into the machines classes next fall. 


The long-anticipated addition to Traip Academy should 
be under construction in a few weeks. It is hoped that at 
least the two new shops will be ready for use by September. 
If so, once again the students will be able to take the normal 
number of periods of shop work, instead of the present 
fifty per cent. This should not only make possible a more 
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‘ccomplete education for those who remain in school, but 
.also should reduce further the number who drop out because 
they find verbal subjects do not so well meet their needs. 


The townspeople should realize that of the total cost 
of the addition and of the necessary changes in the Swett 
Building, they have been asked to contribute only one 
dollar for every eleven provided by the Federal and the 
state governments. Under the circumstances, citizens— 
even if they were to pay the whole cost—should be willing 
to be reasonably generous in supplying the additional equip- 
‘ment needed to afford the best possible education to their 
boys and girls. But, since the whole purpose of the state 
aid program is to assist towns by paying a part of the total 
cost of the town’s education, the more the town spends, the 
greater is the amount the state contributes. In the case of 
Kittery, much more than half the cost is met by federal and 
state aid. On the other hand, reduction of a town’s ex- 
penditure means a loss to the schools of over twice the 
amount. Extravagance is, of course, not to be recommended 
-—nor would it be approved by the federal or state govern- 
ments, but, nevertheless, it does seem to be wise to obtain 
needed equipment at a time when forty cents or less of one’s 
own money will buy a dollar’s worth than to wait until one 
must pay the full cost alone or do without it. 


Under the plan carefully worked out, it will take sev- 
eral years in any case to obtain all the needed equipment 
for the shops, science laboratories, home economics de- 
partment, etc. It is, therefore, greatly to be hoped that 
‘there will be no further curtailment of the educational op- 
‘portunities for the youth of Kittery, due to failure to pro- 
wide equipment at least es quickly as now planned.

REPORT OF THE KITTERY SCHOOL BUILDING 
AND PLANNING COMMITTEE 
January 18, 1955 
To the citizens of the Town of Kittery: 

The first meeting of your committee, appointed by the 
Moderator in accordance with Article 59 of the 1954 An- 
nual Town Meeting, was called on August 24th by Select- 
man Leland Riley. The membership of the committee is: 
as follows:

1. Your committee has met with members of previous: 
rlanning committees, the superintendent of schools, the 
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sschool committee, and an architect in connection with ob- 
taining preliminary sketches and cost estimates for a new 
elementary school. 


2. It is estimated that a new 6-classroom elementary 
school plant suitable for 180 students would cost $115,000, 
-exclusive of land and furnishings. 


3. Investigation of the elementary school housing prob- 
lems with the superintendent of schools and school com- 
mittee indicates that ten new classrooms will be required 
in 1956. This is based on a known present shortage of 7 
classrooms for the current year and an anticipated shortage 
-of 10 classrooms for 1955-56. The estimated increase does 
not take into account the impact of construction of the new 
-airbase. 


-4. Due to the lack of sufficient classrooms it will once 
again be necessary to hold classes in the Legion Hall and 
auditorium, which has been shown to be extremely un- 
‘satisfactory. We feel it best to proceed with the planning 
of 6 classrooms rather than 10 at this time because of the 
likelihood that the town may be required to raise the 
entire cost itself. If federal aid is available from the 84th 
‘Congress, it is expected that revised plans may be presented 
to make up the entire classroom deficit. 

5. Recommendations: 


(a) It is recommended that the town negotiate the 
immediate purchase of 4 acres, more or less, adjacent to the 
Harriet Shapleigh School, as an appropriate site for the 
proposed school, and an article to provide funds necessary 
thas been included in the warrant of the annual town meet- 
‘ing. . 

(b) It is further recommended that the town take an 
option on an additional 4 acres, more or less, adjoining this 
‘property for possible future expansion. 

(ce) It is further recommended that the construction 
-of a building containing 6 classrooms be started as soon as 
planning is completed, at which time a special town meet- 
ing will be called.

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REPORT OF 


THE SELECTMEN 


TO THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF KITTERY 


It is the desire of the selectmen that the townspeople 
be fully informed as to town affairs, the town’s financial 
condition and what might be expected for the ensuing year. 


The town of Kittery’s position is rather unique com- 
pared with other towns in this and even neighboring states. 
Kittery is an industrial community without a taxpaying 
industry. Its tax base is confined for the most part to 
residential properties. Tax payers in the industrial and 
commercial fields are practically negligible. Demands for 
better schools and betterments in the field of education 
are from these same people upon whom almost the whole 
burden lies and must bear all increases in taxation. 


With the need for new school buildings at hand it must 
be realized that the town is nearing its debt limit. Of course, 
by revaluing the town upward this difficulty can be over- 
come but it would appear unwise in the face of a forseeable 
increase in tax rate the coming year to attempt to cover 
unpleasant facts with a reassessment. 


It has been recognized for some time that valuations 
in the town are absurdly low and should be raised to some- 
thing resembling a practical value. Over the years the tax- 
payer has actually gained by values being low both from 
' the point of state and county taxes, also in the past from 
educational subsidies. 


A review of the state’s assessment of the town by the 
State Board of Equalization resulted in a considerable in- 
crease and as a result the low valuations set by the town 
no longer serve their purpose. No doubt but in the near 


future a reassessment must be made. 


Management of the town’s appropriation for the year 
1955 resulted in an unappropriated surplus of $14,210.26. 
This amount has been credited to the Balance of Accounts. 


Despite the fact that there have been new and increas- 
ing demands on the Poor Account an unexpended balance 
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resulted and it is our belief that no person in need has been 
neglected or turned away. A gift from the Wildes Fund 
and the ability of your Overseers to recover a considerable 
sum from a town case resulted in this saving. Consequently 
we feel that we may ask a lesser appropriation for the en- 
suing year. 


During the year a new town wharf at Kittery Point has 
been completed to replace that which was destroyed in the 
1954 hurricane. This was built almost exclusively with 
federal and state funds. It is a credit to the Kittery Point 
section of our town and a great convenience to the lobster 
fishermen. Lobster fishing being the town’s second industry. 


During the year the fire station on Walker Street was 
dedicated. This fine structure had long been a need and is 
a fitting monument to those men who have served and 
those who presently serve the town so well. 


The Norton Road has been completed and the Crockett’s 
Neck Road and sluiceway widened. Work has been done 
on Chauncey’s Creek road and it is intended that it will be 
completed to the satisfaction of all this coming year. 


The police department has been reorganized and now 
appears to be a well functioning unit. It appears that pos- 
sibly with an additional man the police force would be 
the equal of any for a town the size of Kittery. 


It is intended to introduce an innovation this year in 
the holding of a pre-Town Meeting just prior to the regular 
or Annual Town Meeting. At this time it is intended to 
open the warrant to general discussion and to have the 
heads of all departments present to answer any question 
that might be asked relative to various phases of their de- 
partments and their requirements. Facts and figures will 
be presented at this time and it is hoped that this meeting 
will not only prove of great value to the townspeople but 
also that it may serve to expedite the Annual Town Meeting.

Burnell E. Frisbee was elected Treasurer. 

After considering an offer from the Shell Oil Cone 
pany to convert the Wildes house and grounds to a modern 
filling station, we decided the best interests of the town 
would be served by allowing the property to remain as is.. 

In July the Wildes lot on the Rogers Road was surveyed 
and prices agreed on so that the interested abutters could 
purchase this. parcel of land. 

Wilson Ford purchased one parcel at a cost of $700. 00. 
_ Elmer F. Burnham purchased one parcel at a cost of 
$500.00 

Richard Pruett purchased one parcel at a cost of 
$200.00. 

Russell Riley purchased one parcel at a cost of $600. 00. 

The surveying fee of $90.00 was paid Mr. Gerrish. Mr. 
Burnham was paid $15.00 for executing the deeds to the 
above parcels and $3.30 was paid for Revenue Stamps. 
The Town of Kittery Mary Safford Wildes Trust received 
2/3 rds. of the proceeds or $1261.13 after expenses. No 
other meetings were held in 1955.

_ The committee appointed on the 27th day of October 
to study the feasibility of adopting the Town Manager form 
of Government in the Town of Kittery have attended that 
duty and request leave to report to the Inhabitants of the 
town. 

The committee unable to reach a unanimous decision, 
find that the majority of said committee report unfavorably 
on its adoption and the minority of the same committee 
favorably and submit their reports herewith: 


MAJORITY REPORT . 
Kittery, Maine 
January 20, 1956 
TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF KITTERY, MAINE. 


We, the undersigned members of the Town Manager 
Committee appointed to investigate the advisability of the 
Town of Kittery adopting the Town Manager Form of 
Government, submit the following majority report: 

We do not recommend the adoption of the town man- 
ager form of government in the town of Kittery after care- 
ful consideration and investigation of the affairs and 
management of the Town. . 

The present government of the Town of Kittery is a. 
system of Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor 
with the Town Clerk as Clerk to the Board. Under this 
system the Selectmen formulate all decisions and have all 
departments, except schools, under their control. The clerk 
carries out the routine and clerical work of the Town for 
the Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor. The 
town maintains some of the best systems in the state under 
the present government. 

The clerk prepares and keeps the assessors’ records. 
Does all bookkeeping and accounting. The present system 
of accounting was recommended and installed by the State 
Department of Audit. Each month the Selectmen receive 
from the clerk a financial statement showing the financial 
condition of the town and the condition of each appropria- 
tion. The Selectmen also receive a list of welfare cases and 
amounts paid out in each case. The clerk keeps check on 
welfare cases and applies for re-imbursement to other 
communities and the State for out-of-town cases. The clerk 
makes financial recommendations to the officials and keeps 
them informed of changes in laws and other important in- 
formation. 

The town is in a good financial condition. The Town 
Debt is $78,200.00. Reserves amount to $50,000.00 and of 
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this amount $20,000.00 is in cash in a savings account. Cash 
on hand December 31, 1955 was $52,428.27, not including 
Federal Building money of $29,026.39 and $20,000.00 cash 
reserve. Assessed valuations are low, leaving an opportunity 
to increase valuations in case of an emergency. 

Under the present system all monies are paid by the 
Treasurer on approved warrants signed by the Board of 
Selectmen. All school bills are paid by the Treasurer on 
warrants signed by the Selectmen after bills have been 
approved by the School Board and recommended for pay- 
ment by the Superintendent of Schools. 

The Assessment system is modern and one of the best 
with a good base for figuring taxes. The officials are pre- 
paring a system of improving the assessment of land. 

The highways in the Town of Kittery are hard sur- 
faced except four. Plans are being made to have these roads 
constructed under the State Aid program as soon as possible. 
The highway equipment is in good condition. 

All bridges now are concrete so there is no mainten- 
ance cost of bridges. 

The Fire Departments do excellent work at an annual 
cost of approximately $12,000.00 per year. The town has 
two new first stations with good equipment in excellent con- 
dition. A radio system is maintained in cooperation with 
the Police Department. 

The town has a good Police Department. A radio sys- 
tem and central office is maintained in cooperation with the 
Fire Department. The town maintains a police cruiser with 
radio. Have night patrols and an officer is in charge and 
available 24 hours per day. 


We recommend: 
Open pre-town meeting public meeting 
Representative form of Town Meeting 
Appoint a planning committee 


It is our unanimous opinion that the adoption of the 
Town Manager form of government would be of no bene- 
fit to the Town of Kittery at this time.

TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF KITTERY, MAINE. 


We, the undersigned members of the Town Manager 
Committee appointed to investigate the feasibility of con- 
verting to the town manager form of government in the 
town of Kittery, submit the following minority report: 

We recommend the adoption of the town manager form 
of government in the town of Kittery after thorough study, 
thought, discussion, and deliberation of factual data ob- 
tained from reliable sources (Bowdoin College, University 
of New Hampshire, International City Managers Associa- 
tion, The National Municipal League, and municipalities 
operating under the town manager form of government in 
the states of Maine, New Hampshire, and Vermont). We, 
hereby, submit the following to substantiate our recom- 
mendation. 

Town manager forms of government have been and 
continue to be adopted in ever-increasing numbers through- 
out the nation. Information in hand reveals that the town 
manager form has been successfully adopted by municipal- 
ities heavily in debt, by others lacking competent, qualified 
personnel willing or able to spend the time to serve as town 
officials, and by many towns and cities having population 
and problems, both management and economic, comparable 
to the Town of Kittery. 

Due to the fact that the management of the affairs of 
the Town of Kittery, at the present time, is comparable to 
that of a large business, we feel that it should be conducted 
in a similar manner. 

Under the town manager form of government, the 
Board of Selectmen would act in the capacity of directors, 
to determine policy and procedure, and would be em- 
powered to procure the services of a competent trained 
executive as town manager. This executive, by virtue of 
his qualifications, would be an individual trained in pur- 
chasing, engineering, personnel management, and any of 
the many complex problems existing in a growing muni- 
cipality. He would execute the above-mentioned policies 
and procedures determined by the selectmen in a business- 
like manner. The manager would assume the duties of 
several elected and appointed officials, thereby eliminating 
the election of department heads and the resulting political 
implications. This increased efficiency would result in 
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reducing the costs of operation and, thereby, give the citi- 
zens of the town more for their tax dollar. 

We believe that, with the Board of Selectmen operating 
as executive directors, more qualified, competent, interested 
citizens would seek public office. It would in no way cir- 
cumvent the rights and privileges of the people. 

| Of all the municipalities that have operated under a 
manager form of government, approximately 4% have 
abandoned the plan. The reasons for abandonment, in most 
cases, were political influence, incompetency of personnel, 
and lack of citizen interest. This low percentage of dis- 
satisfaction by those municipalities once trying the form, 
is an indication of overwhelming acceptance of the manager 
form throughout the country. 

The undersigned members wish to state that they have 
approached this problem with an unbiased attitude and 
that any conclusion that has been reached is not intended 
to reflect any criticism on any official of the town, past or 
present. 

The records of the Town Manager Committee are part 
of the permanent records of the town and are open for in- 
spection by the public.

The Kittery Public Health Association is a non-profit 
private organization, controlled by a Board of Directors, 
the officers of which were— 

President — Mrs. Franklin Wilson 

Vice President — Mrs. Michael Chandler 
Secretary — Mrs. Alexander Farley 
Treasurer — Mr. Alfred Sterling 

This organization is partially supported by the Town 
of Kittery. 

Two full time Registered Nurses are employed. 

Services to the residents of the town are as follows— 

1. Bedside nursing care and treatment in the home, 
of any type, as ordered by the family physician. 

2. Teaching members of the family to care for ill 
member between visits of the nurse, also instructions on 
infant care to young mothers. 

3. State and town work, including cripple children’s 
service, checking contacts of tuberculis and venereal disease 
to prevent spread of the disease and see that treatment is 
received. 

4. Welfare work for needy families, cooperation with 
Selectmen and State officials to obtain aid where needed. 

5. Well child clinics. 


Classes for expectant mothers were held during March. 
Thomas Conroy M. D. conducted first class with a lecture 
on prenatal care. The nurse instructor was Mrs. Esther 
Linscott R. N. 

Under sponsorship of the Public Health Association the 
State of Maine Mobile Unit for Chest X-Rays was brought 
to Kittery in June. This unit is supported by the York 
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County and State Tuberculosis Association for the purpose 
of mass chest X-Ray surveys for detection of early symp- 
toms of tuberculosis. With the cooperation of all local 
organizations approximately 1000 residents, 15 years of 
age and over, were X-rayed free of charge. 

Well child clinics were held in the nurse’s office at 
Town Halli on the third Wednesday of each month except 
July, August and September, with an average attendance 
of 26 children. At these clinics children from infancy io 
schoolage were given physical examinations free of charge 
by Thomas Conroy M. D. Triple toxoid immunizations for 
whooping cough, diphtheria and tetanus also vaccinations 
for smallpox were given for a fee of .50 to cover cost of 
medication. 

In June, October and November the services of both 
nurses were donated to three Salk vaccine polio clinics 
held at the Frisbee school. These clinics were under the 
sponsorship of the school department and local doctors. 

A great deal of welfare work has been done this past 
year. Good used clothing donated by local residents and 
the Fix-it Club of the Methodist Church was sorted and 
distributed to needy families. Donations of money to be 
used for underprivileged children was received from The 
Pioneer V. F. W. Drum and Bugle Corps, Past Matrons of 
Piscataqua Chapter of Eastern Star, Evening Guild of the 
Methodist Church and the Union Services of the Christian 
and Methodist Church. This money was used to purchase 
boots, shoes, mittens and other clothing not obtained second 
hand also medication, vitamins and emergency dental work 
for underprivileged children. 

Through the generous donation of a Kittery Point 
woman we were able to purchase all needed clothing and 
other articles to send a handicapped child to Pine Tree 
State Camp for handicapped children at Oakland, Maine, 
for eight weeks during the summer. 

During the Thanksgiving and Christmas holidays we 
acted as clearing house for baskets of food donated by The 
Legion Auxiliary, Veterans of Foreign Wars, Salvation 
Army, Portsmouth Lodge of Elks, Frisbee and Wentworth 
Dennett P. T. A. and The Youth Fellowship and Sunday 


School of the Methodist Church. Also at Christmas wrap- 
ped gifts and toys were received from several Boy and Girl 
Scout troops, York Assembly of Rainbow Girls, Piscataqua 
Chapter of Eastern Star, the Congregational Church of Kit- 
tery Point, the Kittery Point Volunteer Firemen and in- 
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dividuals. These were sorted and distributed, by the nurses 
to 66 children in 23 needy families. 

Lists of needy children were given to the Naval Shipyard 
Christmas Party Committee and the Marine Toys for Tots 
program also a list of shutins to the Extension Service 
group. 

As far as we were able to ascertain all needy families 
and children were remembered with food baskets, money, 
gifts and toys at Christmas. Our deepest gratitude goes to 
the organizations and residents of Kittery for making pos- 
sible for these less fortunate people to have a happy ‘joli- 
day season. 

Services of the nurses are available to anyone residing 
in Kittery or Kittery Point. Treatment is carried out under 
the direction of the family physician. A fee of $1.50 per 
visit is charged if the family is financially able to pay. 
Part pay or free service is given when necessary but no 
call is refused and the same care is given regardless of 
ability to pay. Calls are received at the nurse’s office Tel. 
2650, 8-9 A. M. each weekday or by calling Cole’s Drug 
Store Tel. 720. 

On behalf of the Board of Directors, Mrs. Frances Orr 
R. N. and myself I wish to express our appreciation to all 
that have helped in any way in advancing the work of the 
Public Health Association.

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‘REPORT OF 


THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 


To the Citizens of Kittery: 

This report will deal mainly with the following topics: 

1. Work in the elementary schools. . 

2. Secondary education and the Cook Building at 

Traip Academy. 

3. Need for more classrooms in the elementary 

schools. 

4. Need for continuing adequate maintenance of 

school buildings. 

5. Budget recommendations for this fiscal year. 

During the past year, elementary teachers, principals, 
and the elementary supervisor gave special attention to the 
study of means for improving teaching and aiding learning 
in arithmetic. After study of material from various sources 
and after meeting in discussion groups and exchanging 
ideas and comparing experiences, it was decided that the 
conclusions which had been reached and agreed upon could 
best be used by writing them out in the form of guide books 
in Arithmetic. This was done and our teachers, through 
the first six grades, now have a guide, or outline, at hand 
for reference and other use in planning lessons and work 
and evaluating results in arithmetic. Seventh and eighth 
grade guides in arithmetic are now in preparation. 

A second area to which teacher, principal, and super- 
visor time and effort was directed was to the field of read- 
ing. This work is still under way and an extension course 
in reading is being offered for Kittery teachers by Boston 
University. 

The purposes of this course in reading are to analyze 
reading habits and skills of pupils with a view to building 
a more effective reading program based on this analysis and 
to enlist parent interest and co-operation in the improve- 
ment of reading instruction. 

In connection with the work being done in Latent Te 
two-day language arts workshop for Kittery and York 
teachers was held in Kittery last fall. Specialists in the 
field, including Dr. Donald D. Durrell, who has a country- 
wide reputation for his studies in reading, helped in direct- 
ing thinking and discussion. 

The work being done in subject matter fields is organ- 
ized and promoted by our elementary supervisor. His work 
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is aimed at helping teachers and pupils in all of those things 
which promote and help children in the learning process. 
To that end, he visits classrooms, observes teachers and 
children at work, discusses methods and problems, makes 
suggestions, evaluates pupil progress and makes recom- 
mendations for changes which will improve learning situa- 
tions. The elementary supervisor also supervises the home 
instruction of handicapped pupils. These pupils have 
special teachers who visit them at home and help them 
with regular school subjects. 

Kittery has an art supervisor, a music director, and a 
music supervisor to help pupils in the special subjects. In 
addition, a school nurse is employed. All of these people 
are engaged in programs of work in their special fields. 

Traip Academy is the secondary school for young men 
and women of high school age in Kittery. The selection 
and employment of teachers and the fixing of salaries, the 
arrangement of the courses of study, and the supervision 
of instruction are responsibilities of the Joint Superintend- 
ing School Committee. That Committee, made up of three 
members of the Board of Trustees of Traip Academy and 
the three members of the Town of Kittery Superintending 
School Committee, has assigned to the Superintendent of 
Schools the duties of visiting the Academy, inquiring into 
the regulations and the discipline, into the program of 
instruction and into the progress of students. The Joint 
Committee has further assigned to the Superintendent the 
duty of supervising and directing the work of teachers in 
the same way that supervision and direction are given in 
a public high school. The Superintendent also nominates 
all teachers and employs them after election by the Joint 
Committee and he enforces, or causes to be enforced, all 
regulations of the Joint Committee. 

At the time this is being written, the Joint Committee 
is studying the courses and subjects being offered at the 
Academy and the rules and regulations now in effect. The 
Joint Committee intends to make its final decisions about 
courses offered, subjects taught, and rules and regulations 
for the coming school year available to everyone in printed, 
handbook form. 

The addition of the Cook Building, due to be completed 
early in July, is counted upon to relieve the great pressure 
of crowding at the Academy and to enlarge educational op- 


portunities for our secondary school students. Eight class- 
rooms, two large shop areas, two laboratories, a science 
lecture room, and a recitation room will become available. 


: a a = 
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These facilities, besides eliminating crowded conditions 
and use of basement rooms in the older buildings, are de- 
signed to permit the introduction of a new, advanced, shop 
course. 

As presently organized, shop students are not able to 
earn more than a half-credit in shop each year. The new 
shops will make it possible to employ another teacher, 
increase the number of periods of shop study available to 
students in the course, and enable students to earn a whole 
credit each year rather than a half-credit. The work of the 
junior and senior years will be in the advanced shop where 
study of and work on machines and automobiles will go 
further than it has been possible to go previously. Large, 
roll doors to each of the two new shop areas will admit auto- 
mobiles and other large machines for students to work on. 

For the rooms to be useful, machines and machine 
equipment and tools have to be provided for the use of stu- 
dents in the advanced shop. Generally speaking, this equip- 
ment needs to be larger and heavier than that now in use 
and some additional machines and tools should be provided. 

In considering needs for the coming year, the first one 
and the biggest one and a well known one is the need for 
more classrooms for pupils in the elementary grades. 
We are now using nine temporary classrooms, including 
two at the Legion Building in Admiralty Village and two 
in the Veterans of Foreign Wars Building on Whipple Road. 
We expect an increased enrollment of little folks this com- 
ing Fall to fill two more classrooms—two classrcoms which 
we do not now have. 

If the town provides the necessary funds to build the 
school already authorized at North Kittery, six new class- 
rooms, plus a general purpose room, will become available. 
If the contract for construction can be awarded immediate- 
ly after the town meeting in March, the building may be 
ready for occupancy in the fall. If not ready, we shall be 
obliged to continue using the Legion Building and the 
Veterans of Foreigns Wars Building and to find quarters 
somewhere in town for two more temporary classrooms. 

The need for more classroom space is urgent. Even 
if the new North Kittery School is ready and occupied this 
fall, there will still be several emergency rooms left in use, 
a basement room at Wentworth-Dennett School, a locker 
room at Frisbee School, two Frisbee cafeteria rooms and 


Frisbee library. 
Good maintenance of school property, like good main- 
‘tenance of any property, is good business and the appropria- 
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tion for maintenance recommended by the School Depart- 
ment is made with that thought in mind. Lists of necessary 
repairs and of needed equipment, with cost estimates, have 
been prepared. The largest items are for work on roofs 
and grounds and weatherstripping windows on the east side 
of the main building at Frisbee School, making fire escape 
changes, improving some room lighting and constructing 
a septic tank and absorption field at Mitchell School. These 
are the more expensive things to be done. In addition to 
these, there is a multitude of smaller jobs to be taken care 
of besides emergency repairs which cannot ever be wholly 
foreseen. 

The most expensive equipment needs are for seating 
and furniture for the additional pupils who will be entering 
school this coming fall. 

The School Department is recommending increased ap- 
propriations, over those of last year, for the operation and 
maintenance of schools. There are four main reasons for 
this: 

First, Kittery will receive much less school subsidy 
money from the State of Maine in 1956. The reason for 
this is that the revaluation of the town by the State placed 
Kittery in a lower subsidy class. 

In the second place, operational expenses are greater 
than in previous years. This is partly due to an increase 
in the number of teachers employed, partly due to increased 
teacher salaries, partly due to materials needed for in- 
creased numbers of pupils and partly due to a greater over- 
all increase in the cost of almost everything. 

In the third place, funds are required to provide school 
furniture, shop machines, tools and equipment, laboratory 
tables and other equipment for the new Cook building at 
Traip Academy and for the school program planned for and 
made possible by the new building. This building belongs 
to the Town of Kittery and the machinery, tools and equip- 
ment bought for it will be purchased by the Town and 
owned by the Town. | 

In the fourth place, it is being recommended that more 
funds be made available for school property maintenance 
and upkeep. 

School problems in Kittery, like school problems in 
many communities today, are pressing but not insoluble. 
We need more classrooms, we need constant study of curri- 


culum and course offerings, we need to furnish the Cook 
building adequately in order that students may have the 
advantages that more room and a better program can bring,

“we need to Keep our school properties in good condition. 


These needs are very similar to those of many other com- 
munities. It is our privilege, as well as our burden and 
responsibility, to work out the answers together. Those 
answers can mean a lot for continuing a high level of educa- 
tion for the youngsters and for the young men and young 
women of the community and for the future of Kittery.

REPORT OF BUILDING COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of Kittery: 


The School Building Committee for the new school 
voted for North Kittery at the Town Meeting held on Oc- 
tober 25, 1955, held its first meeting on November 16, and 
organized, electing Wells Moulton as Chairman and Leon 
French Jr. as Vice-Chairman. 

At following meetings, the employment of an architect 
was discussed and William O. Armitage of South Portland 
was invited to meet with the Committee. 

Subsequently, the Committee engaged Mr. Armitage to 
prepare plans and specifications and met with him to go 
over them in detail. The terms under which he has been 
engaged do not obligate the town to a fee until construction 
is begun. 

The completed plans and specifications have been ad- 
vertised for bids, bids have been opened and Ralph W. Bean 
of Wilton, New Hampshire has been declared low bidder. 
Mr. Bean’s low bid will hold to March 20. 

The ultimate cost of constructing and equipping the 
North Kittery School is estimated to be one-hundred and 
forty thousand dollars ($140,000). An article is being placed 
in the Warrant for the Annual Meeting to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow one-hundred and 
thirty thousand dollars ($130,000) for the erection of the 
building. 

It is anticipated that an additional ten thousand dollars 
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($10,000) to equip the building will be available by the 
time the building is completed.

REPORT OF KITTERY SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 
FOR THE NEW BUILDING AT TRAIP ACADEMY 


To the Citizens of Kittery: 


Preliminary plans for construction of the new building 
at Traip Academy, as prepared by Bunker & Savage, archi- 
tects, of Augusta, Maine, were approved by the Building 
Committee on January 27, 1955. 

In conformance with federal requirements, which were 
necessary where federal funds were to be used, advertise- 
ments for bids were published. The bid of Cote Construc- 
tion Company of Van Buren, Maine was accepted. 

A special town meeting was held to accept money 
from the Traip Academy Fund and to make necessary au- 
thorizations for borrowing for a contingent fund and for ex- 
penditures. 

July 11, 1955 was the established starting date and 
construction began then. The last report of the field en- 
gineer for the Government, made after inspection of the 
job on January 6, 1956, listed the project as being thirty- 
nine per cent (39%) complete. The building is scheduled 
to be fully completed before the opening of school this com- 
ing fall. 

In the plans for the building, the sum of eighty-five 
hundred dollars ($8500.00) is included for equipment. This 
sum will cover costs for pupil seating, teacher desks and 
chairs, furniture for instructor office, for the guidance or 
administrative offices and for wardrobe and supply cabinets. 
This sum will not cover the cost of machines, tools and 


shop. equipment for the new, advanced shop and the cost 
of the special equipment needed in the science laboratories 
and science lecture room. 
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The new building will provide eight new classrooms, 
a recitation room and a science lecture room, and it will 
provide two large shop rooms and two fine laboratory 
rooms, besides offices and some small rooms. A folding 
partition between two ‘classrooms will permit both rooms 
to be made into one large meeting or assembly room. A 
stage will be erected in one of these two rooms and a small 
kitchen unit with electric range, refrigerator and sink will 
be installed. 

To date, February 8, 1956, Kittery has received one 
hundred and forty-eight thousand, five hundred and four- 
teen dollars and forty cents, ($148,514.40), of federal funds. 
for the new building. Expenditures to date total one hun- 
dred and nineteen thousand, four hundred and eighty-eight 
dollars and one cent, ($119,488.01). More federal money 
will be received after the project is fifty per cent com- 
pleted and final payment of federal funds will be forth- 
coming after completion of the whole project.

To the citizens of the Town of Kittery: 


The first meeting of the School Building-Planning 
Committee, after notification of reappointment after the 
last annual town meeting, was held on May 20, and met 
weekly or bi-monthly thereafter, depending on the pro- 
gress and development of appointment with consultants. 

The article which this committee introduced into the 
1955 town warrant, asking for the purchase of land on the 
corner of Stevenson and Manson Roads having been favor- 
ably voted upon, members of our committee worked with 
the selectmen to complete negotiations for the purchase of 
that land, and same was completed in August. 

At a special town meeting in October, the town voted 
(a) to accept the deed to the land as named above, (b) to 
appoint a building committee to supervise construction of 
the building, said committee consisting of two of our mem- 
bers, one selectman, one school board member and one 
citizen of the town, not now holding any position in town 
offices or committees; (c) to erect an elementary school on 
the lot purchased for the purpose; and (d) to empower the 
building committee to contract with William O. Armitage 
for preliminary plans, to supervise construction, etc. 

At the recommendation of the Budget and Finance 
Board, this committee agreed to withdraw its request at the 
October special meeting for funds for the building, agree- 
ing that not too much time could be gained by starting 
construction at that time of year and therefore we would 
agree to wait until the annual town meeting in March to 
see if federal funds for construction of the building would 
possibly be available. 

Federal funds seem to be no more available now than 
they were last October, so this committee feels that it is 
imperative that funds be appropriated at the annual town 
meeting to start construction of the building as soon as 
possible. 


The situation regarding school housing is no better 
than it was at the time of our last report to the town. There 
are now nine temporary classrooms in use: 

1 and 2: Two classrooms again housed at Legion Hall in 
Admiralty Village. 

3 and 4: Two classrooms at VFW Building, both unsat- 
isfactory, costly and temporary to say the least. 
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5: <A locker room at Frisbee school has had to be 
put into use, housing few children, but requiring 
the services of a full time teacher, and definitely 
unsatisfactory as a permanent location. 

6: the library at Frisbee school is still being used 
as a classroom, thus denying the pupils free ac- 
cess to the facilities it was designed to serve. 

7 and 8: Two classrooms in the Frisbee School cafeteria 
remain a major problem to principal, children 
and teachers. 

and 9: The Wentworth-Dennett basement room is con- 
sidered sub-standard. 

We feel that 7 to 8 of these temporary classrooms can 
be eliminated by building the six classroom building at 
North Kittery which would allow for larger classes in each 
grade than are possible in these temporary rooms, and by 
rearranging boundary lines so that all children will be 
going to schools nearer their own homes, which would also 
cut part of the cost of transportation. 

All conclusions of this board have been based upon 
natural growth in the town, no estimate being possible as 
to the impact which will surely be felt upon the town with 
the establishment and full operation of the air base, and 
which will undoubtedly throw an additional burden upon 
the schools. 

In anticipation of further school housing needs beyond 
the present, this committee requested the architect in his 
planning to include a sewerage and heating system adequate 
to accommodate the burden of additional rooms if ever 
deemed necessary in the same area. 

WE RECOMMEND: (1) that the voters support the 
Building Committee’s request for funds to start construction 


of the Elementary School in North Kittery, immediately; 
(2) that a new school building-planning committee be ap- 
pointed to consider and be prepared to meet future school 
building problems.

“Shall the Town of Kittery, Maine adopt 
the Selectmen Manager Form of Government at the 
Annual Town Meeting held in March 1957.” The fore- 
going upon petition of Arthur E. Prescott and 142 
others. 


FIFTY-FIFTH: To see if the town will vote to 
approve the participation of its employees, other than 
School Teachers, eligible for membership in the Maine 
State Retirement System, in the Group Life Insurance 
Plan provided in Chapter 451 of the Public Laws of 
1955, to the full extent of any or all benefits provided 
in said Chapter, such participation to be effective 
April Ist, 1956, and raise a sum of money for the 
Towns share in the cost of such insurance. 


Approval recommended. 


FIFTY-SIXTH: To see if the town will vote to 
rescind its former action whereby it voted to establish 
a Budget and Finance Committee and to substitute the 
following: 


Budget & Finance Committee: The town at its 
annual town meeting shall elect, by ballot, nine per- 
sons to the Budget & Finance Committee. Any persons 
being elected to the committee shall at the time of his 
election or during his term of office hold no other 
office in the town either elective or appointive. The 
committees term of office shall be for one year and its 
members shall serve without pay. The Budget and 
Finance Committee shall make recommendations upon 
all articles that require or will require the raising or 
borrowing of money. The committee shall be included 
in the call for the Town Meeting. The Selectmen 
authorized to appoint four persons qualified as above, 
to serve with the presently elected committee for the 
ensuing year. 


Approval recommended. 
FIFTY-SEVENTH: To see if the town will vote 


to raise the sum of $1,000.00 for re-enforcing, rip-rap- 
ping and grading at the Town (Frisbee) Wharf. 


Approval recommended. 
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FIFTY-EIGHTH: To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of $1,000.00 for the maintenance and 
improvement of Memorial Field. 


The sum of $500.00 is recommended. 


FIFTY-NINTH: To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to carry on the Towns busi- 
ness during the period of the closing of the books 
December 31st 1956 and Town Meeting. 


Approval recommended. 


SIXTIETH: To see if the town will vote the 
following changes in Revised Ordinances of the Town 
of Kittery: 


Section 1 Parking 


To rescind item No. 1 North of Wallingford 
Square between Walker Street and east corner 
of Fraternal Building. 


To rescind Item No. 2 North side of Walker 
Street. 


To rescind Item No. 3 Either side of Old Armory 
Way from Government Street to old fire station. 


To rescind Item No. 8 Within fifteen feet either 
side of Navy Yard entrance on south side of 
Wallingford Square. 


To add a new item to be numbered No. 8 to read 
“On the east side of Wentworth from the north 
corner of the Sugrue Block to the south en- 
trance of Traip Avenue’’. 


B. Parking is prohibited from 3:45 PM to,4:45 PM in 
the following locations. 


To amend the above to read from 4:00 to 4:45 PM 
instead. 


To rescind Item No. 1 south side of Government 
Street between Second Christian Church and 
Wallingford Square. 


To rescind Item No. 2. North side of Wallingford 
Square. 
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To add a new item to be numbered Item No. 4; 
North side of Walker Street from Wentworth 
Street to Otis Avenue. 


C. One hour parking only will be permitted in the 
following locations from 7:00 AM to 6:00 PM Sun- 
days and Holidays excepted. 


To rescind Item No. 4 Both sides of Wentworth 
Street from Wallingford Square to Railroad 
Crossing. 


To add a new item to be numbered No. 4; to read 
on the west side of Wentworth Street from 
Wallingford Square to the Railroad Crossing, 
from the south end of Traip to the railroad 
crossing. 


G. Penalty for violation of any of the parking regula- 
tions A to F inclusive shall be as follows: for the 
first offense, the violator may answer a ticket sum- 
mons by reporting to the Town Clerk’s Office and 
forfeiting the sum of $1.00. For the second and 
subsequent offense the violator may be summonsed 
to court and fined a sum not to exceed $10.00 and 
costs of court. 


To amend the above by striking out the words 
“Town Clerk’s Office” and inserting instead the 
words ‘Police Station”’. 


Section 2 One Way Streets 


' A. The following streets are designated One Way 
Streets at all times: 

To add a new item to be numbered 3 to read “Wil- 
liams Avenue shall be a One Way Street for its 
entire length, the point of entrance being where 
the westerly part of said Williams Avenue inter- 
sects with Whipple Road. 


B. The following streets are designated One Way 
Streets; from 6:30 AM to 7:30 AM; 
To rescind Item No. 2; Pine Street at Love Lane 
Northbound only. 
To rescind Item No. 3; Main Street at Otis Avenue, 
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and Jones Avenue at Government Street, south- 
bound only. 

To rescind Item No. 4; Central and Walker Streets 
at Wentworth Street, northbound only. 

To rescind Item No. 5; Traip Avenue at Wentworth 
Street northbound only. 


Section 3: Traffic Signals. 


A. Astrict compliance with the signals from the auto- 
matic stop and go Beacon at the junction of Govern- 
ment Street and U. S. Highway No. 1, the Stop and Go 
lights on the Memorial Bridge and the stop and go 
lights on the Interstate Bridge is demanded. Vehicular 
traffic shall pass over any of the three crossings when 
the lights are green and shall halt when the lights are 
red. Those who run by and fail to observe these sig- 
nals shall be subject to arrest and shall be penalized 
by a fine not to exceed $10.00 and costs of court. 


To amend the above paragraph by adding after 
the words Interstate Bridge, the following, ‘The stop 
and go lights at the junction of Walker Street, or Ac- 
cess Road, so-called, and US Highway No. 1., the stop 
and go lights at the junction of Walker Street and 
Wentworth Street and the Emergency stop and go 
light at or near Lewis Square.”’ Also by striking out 
the word ‘three’ and inserting the word “these’’. 


Section 5. Buses and heavy trucks are prohibited on 
Love Lane except fire trucks and as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of this street. The penalty for 
the violation of this Ordinance shall be a fine of not 
more than $100.00, or imprisonment of not more than 
thirty days, or both fine and imprisonment. 


To rescind the above and substitute instead the 
following: 


Through traffic by Buses and Heavy Trucks hav- 
ing a gross weight in excess of 10,000 lbs. is prohibited 
on Love Lane. This shall not be construed as to pro- 
hibit the passage of vehicles performing municipal 
services. The penalty for violation of this Ordinance 
shall be by a fine of not more than $10.00 and cost of 
court. 
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Section 6. Speed limit on all the highways in the 
Town of Kittery shall be 25 miles per hour. The 
penalty for exceeding this speed shall be a fine not to 
exceed ten dollars and cost of court. 


To rescind the above and substitute the following: 


Speed limit on all streets and highways in a com- 
pact or Built-up section of the Town of Kittery shall 
be twenty five miles per hour. 


The penalty for exceeding this speed shall be a 
fine not to exceed ten dollars and costs of court. 


Section 10: To see if the town will vote to accept the 
stop sign at the junction of Woodlawn and Wainwright 
Avenues. 


Section 17. Curfew: 

Juveniles shall be defined as persons under the 
age of 16 and will not be allowed on town highways 
after 9:00 PM unless accompanied by an adult. 


To amend the above by striking out the figure 16 
and inserting the figure 17; and add—such persons not 
accompanied by an adult will be held in custody until 
the arrival of parent or guardian. 


Approval of the above changes is recommended. 


SIXTY-FIRST: To see if the town will vote to 
adopt the following Ordinance to be numbered Section 
18 of the Ordinances of the Town of Kittery: That 
the Selectmen of the Town of Kittery shall have 
authority to grant licenses to persons desiring to prac- 
. tice as itinerant photographers and to fix a fee of 
$50.00 therefor and to revoke such license when in 
their judgement the public interest requires it. 


The above according to Chapter 100, Section 128 
R. S. 1954. 


Approval recommended. 


SIXTY-SECOND: To see if the town will vote 
to adopt the following Ordinance to be numbered Sec- 
tion 19 of the Ordinances of the Town of Kittery: 
Vehicular traffic shall not be permitted to turn left 
onto bridge at junction of Water Street and Hunter 
Avenue. 
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The penalty for the violation of this section shall 
be by fine of not more than ten dollars and costs of 
court. 


Approval recommended. 


SIXTY-THIRD: To see if the town will vote to 
adopt the following Ordinance to be numberd Sec- 
tion No. 20 of the Ordinances of the Town of Kittery: 
It shall be unlawful for any person to park, leave 
standing or unattended on the public ways of the Town 
of Kittery, a motor vehicle for a period exceeding 24 
hours. 

Vehicles parked, left standing or unattended in 
violation of this section shall be towed to a public ga- 
rage or parking lot at the expense of the Registered 
Owner and expense of towing such vehicle or damage 
to the same shall not be the liability of the officer who 
orders such removal nor the bailee removing and re- 
ceiving custody of the vehicle. 


Approval recommended. 


SIXTY-FOURTH: To see if the town will vote 
to adopt the following Ordinance to be numbered Sec- 
tion 21 of the Ordinances of the Town of Kittery: It 
shall be unlawful for any person to park, leave stand- 
' ing or unattended any vehicle on the public ways of 
the Town of Kittery, in such manner so as to block 
any driveway, public or private, as to prevent egress 
or entrance to such driveway. 

The penalty for the violation of this.Section shall 
be as follows: The violator may answer a ticket sum- 
mons by reporting to the Police Station and forfeiting 
the sum of $1.00, or the vehicle may be towed away 
under the provisions of Section 20. 


Approval recommended. 


SIXTY-FIFTH: To see if the town will vote to 
install parking meters in the following locations: Wal- 
lingford Square, Wentworth Street to Central Street, 
Walker Street to Jones Avenue, Southerly side of 
Government Street to the Second Christian Church, 
and to authorize the Selectmen to enter into negotia- 
tions for the acquisition of said parking meters. 


Approval recommended. 


ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 59A 


SIXTY-SIXTH: To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to appoint a school-building 
planning committee consisting of seven members for 
the ensuing year. 


SIXTY-SEVENTH: To see if the town will vote 
to have a Planning Committee to consist of 10 mem- 
bers to be appointed by the Selectmen. Members of 
this committee shall hold no other town office either 
elective or appointive and shall serve without pay. 


SIXTY-EIGHTH: To pass any other vote or 
votes that may legally come before said meeting. 


The Selectmen give notice that they will be in 
session for the purpose of correcting the list of voters 
at the Selectmen’s Office February 23, 1956 from 
7:00 to 8:00 P. M. The polls will be open at 8:00 A. M. 
and will be closed at 12:30 P. M. The meeting for 
consideration of the articles will be called at 2:00 P. M. 
in accordance with the third article.
